A Week of Notable Debates 
in Both Houses. 


T ariff, the Fisheries Treaty and Steam­ 


ship Subsidies Considered. 


Comprehensive Summary of the Six 


Days’ Record. 


[Week Ending July 14.] 
Monday.—The Senate hill granting: land 
Warrants to soldiers and sailors of the Semi- 
to le war in 18G6, was reported hack ad­ 
versely from the com mittee on oublic lands, 
and was indefinitely postponed. 
A motion to refer to the com mittee on 
pensions one of the vetoed pension bills 
was made the groundwork of a speech by 
M r. Stewart against the frequent use of the 
veto power by the President. 
Mr. Vest re­ 
plied, and then the Senate, on motion of 
M r. Cullom, proceeded to the consideration 
of the Senate bill to amend the interstate 
commerce act, the subject matter being an 
amendment offered by Mr. George, which, 
after a lively discussion, was rejected. 
The subject was further discussed by 
Senators Pugh, Cullom, Dawes, George, 
McPherson and Reagan. 
Finally tho amendment was withdrawn, 
on the promise by Mr. Cullom to have tho 
Question thoroughly considered at tho next 
session of Congress. 
After further discussion the bill was 
passed. 
Mr. Blair gave notice that he would ask 
action tomorrow on tho bill to settle and 
pay accounts of laborers under the eight- 
hour law'. 
The House bill to regulate the liens of 
judgments and decrees of courts of the 
United States 
(with 
amendments) was 
passed. 
The Senate proceededfto executive busi­ 
ness and at 5 o’clock adjourned. 
A n s a r, S t a r c h a n d W o r d y B r t e i e i . 
Mr. Adams of Illinois offered a resolution 
reciting the resolution directing the com­ 
m ittee on manufactures to investigate the 
subject of trusts, stating that the scope of 
the investigation w as so broad as to render 
it impracticable for the com mittee to make 
its report at the present session, and direct­ 
ing the committee to report immediately, 
with or without recommendation, all the 
evidence taken by it relating to the so­ 
called sugar trust, and also, in a separate re­ 
port, to report evidence taken relating to 
the so-called .Standard Oil trust. Referred 
to the committee on rules. 
Mr. Ford of Michigan offered a resolution 
reciting the allegation that the present im­ 
migration into the United States is exclu­ 
sive, artificial and in,,urious, and is encour­ 
aged to satisfy private greed, and the further 
allegation that the law prohibiting the im­ 
portation of contract labor is being evaded, 
owing to the lack of sufficient machim ry 
to enfoice it, and directing the speaker to 
appoint a special committee of live mem­ 
bers 
to investigate tho subject-matter 
herein referred to, with leave to sit during 
the recess. Referred to the committee on 
m ilitary affairs. 
The House went into com mittee of the 
whole on the tariff question, the pending 
question being on the Cannon amendment, 
directed aga nst the sugar interest. The 
amendment was re ected—37 to I os. 
Mr. Dingier of Maine off'red an amend­ 
ment fixing the rate of duty on sugar not 
above No. 13 Dutch standard, testing not 
above 7GU, at 70-100 of a cent per pound. 
with an additional duty of 2-100 if a cent 
per pound for each additional degree or 
fraction of a degree. 
After discussion, the amendment was lost 
“ 80 to 106. 
Mr. Weber of New York 
offered 
an 
amendment which, while not interfering 
w ith the rates of duty proposed by tho 
hill, provides for a new classification of 
grades. 
Mr. Weber’s amendment was rejected— 
65 to 88, 
On motion of Mr. Mills, the duty on mo­ 
lasses testing not above 58" was placed at 
2 ‘A per gallon. 
Mr. Fuller’s amendment placing sugar 
and molasses on the free list was rejected. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois off ered an amend­ 
ment substituting for the sugar schedule 
tile sugar schedule as it. originally appeared 
in the Mills bill, and th s caused a discus­ 
sion, during winch Mr. Reed of Maine said 
that the bill had been made up in tho 
interest of avowedly favorite people and 
for the purpose of affecting the success of 
certain Democrats. This was not a business 
way to control Hie affairs of the country. 
and the people would stamp it with signal 
disapproval. 
Mr. Gay of l ouisiana said it was in defer­ 
ence to their wishes, and to the necessities 
of the sugar industry, that it had been 
Changed. 
Mr. Cannon’s amendment was rejected, 
Mr. Weber of 
New 
York offered an 
amendment providing that no drawback 
shall be allowed on sugar exported from 
the United States. It was rejected, and he 
offered another requiring drawbacks to bo 
paid only upon polariscopic tests. 
After further debate the amendment was 
rejected. This concluded the consideration 
of the sugar clauses. 
The next paragraph, relating to tobacco, 
was, on Mr. Mills' motion, loft open for 
future action. 
Pending a vote on the motion to strike 
out

the 
House 
adjourned. 
J o h n S h e r m a n O b jects to M onopolies. 
T uesday.—Mr Dolph gave notice in the 
Senate that he would address the Senate 
tomorrow on the fishery treaty. 
Mr. Cullom gave notice that lie would, to­ 
morrow, or as soon as possible, ask the Sen 
ate to take up aud consider the House bill 
supplementary to the Pacific railroad a ts. 
Mr. Sherman offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, directing tho committee on 
finance to inquire into and report (in con­ 
nection wit Ii any bills raising or reducing tho 
revenue that may bo referred t > it), such 
measures as it may deem expedient, to set 
aside, control, 
restrain 
or prohibit all 
arrangements, 
contracts, 
agreements, 
trusts 
or 
combinations 
that 
tend 
to prevent free and full corn pet tion in 
the production, m anufactuie or sale of arti­ 
cles of domestic growth or production, 
or of the sate of imported articles, or that 
are designed or tend to foster monopoly, 
or to advance artifically the cost to thocon- 
sumer of necessary articles of human life, 
with such penalties and forfeitures as will 
tend to preserve freedom of trade and pro­ 
duction. the lowering of prices by sui h com­ 
petition. arid the full i enetit designed by, 
and hitherto conferred by, the policy of the 
government to 
protect and 
encourage 
American industries by levying Uut.es on 
imported goods. 
'I he Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration. in < pen session, of the fishery 
treaty, and was addressed by Mr. Hoar in 
opposition to it. At the conclusion of the 
speech the Senate passed from executive to 
legislative business. 
The conference report of the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill was pre-ented 
and agreed to, and the Seuate adjourned. 
R e je c tin g R e p u b li c a n A m e n d m e n ts . 
Immediately after the reading of the 
journal the House went into committee of 
the whole on tho tariff bill, the ponding 
amendment being that offered by Mr. Nut­ 
ting of New York, restoring tho existing 
rate of duty on starch. The amendment 
was lost. Mr. Hopkins of Illinois moved to 
strike from the definition of uncleaned 
rice the words, "rice flea of the outer hull.” 
Mr. Warner of Missouri offered an amend­ 
ment fixing the duty on cleaned rice ut half 
a cent per pound. He said that rice stiould 
he upon the free list. The rice planter 
made #33 per acre on his crop, while the 
wheat grower made 812 and tile corn raiser 
$10; lost by a vote of 47 to 70. 
On motion of Mr. McMillan of Tennessee 
the duty on rice hour and rice meal was 
fixed at 15 per cent, ad valorem. 
Mr. Route,Ie of Mains offered an amend­ 
ment fixing the rate of duty on dextrine, 
burnt starch, gum substitute or British gum. 
it 3 cents per pound. Tho present rate of 
duty, he said, was I cent, which was en­ 
tirely too low. and out of proportion to the 
duty on potatoes. The amendment was re­ 
jected, 50 to 77. 
Mr. Vandever of California moved to in­ 
crease the duty on raisins from l l s to 2 
cents a pound. The ra sin industry was. be 
said, of comparate' ely recent origin in Cali­ 
fornia. Throe years ago the production of 
raisins in that Mate w as 300.000 20-pound 
boxes. Last year it was 800,000 boxes. Re­ 
jected, 07 to 77. 
Mr. Allen of Massachusetts offered an 
amendment restoring the existing rates of 
duty on cotton thread, yarns aud warps, ex­ 
cept in the case of the nigher grades.where 
a slight increase of duty is made. It was 
•dvyfflUtt by Messrs. Allen* Lthlbach of 


New Jersey and Spooner of Rhode Island, 
but was rejected—50 to 72. 
Mr. Dingley of Maine offered an amend­ 
ment striking out the clause fixing the rate 
of duty on all cotton cloth at 40 per cent. 
ad valorem, and restoring the present class­ 
ification with specific duties. Rejected. 
On motion of Mr. McMillin, an amend­ 
m ent was adopted fixing the rate of duty on 
flax, hackled, known as dressed line, at $10 
per ton. 
Mr. Phelps of New Jersey moved to in­ 
crease. from 25 to 40 per cent, ad valorem, 
the duty on flax and linen thread, twine aud 
pack thread and manufactured tlax. 
Pending a vote, the com m ittee rose, and 
the House at 5 o’clock t ok a recess until 8 
o’clock, tim evening session to be for the 
consideration of a bill granting the right of 
way to railroad companies through Indian 
reservations. 
The House at its evening session passed 
13 hills granting the right of way through 
Indian reservations to certain railroad com­ 
panies. 
S en ato r* D i s c u s s i n g t h e T a rif f- 
W e d n e s d a y .—The Senate today took a 
hand in the tariff debate. Tile debate was 
brought about by tho Senate amendment 
to the post office appropriation bill granting 
subsidies to American ships carrying South 
American mails. 
Senator Beck of Kentucky made a vigor­ 
ous speech denouncing the amendment, 
and then took up the general subject of 
tariff and spoke in favor of its revision. 
Mr, Chace followed on the other side, and 
ironically referred to tim tariff speech that 
the postmaster-general had made in Ii in 
communication to Congress on the subsidy 
question, aud told Mr. Beck that lie never 
could talk about anything without bringing 
in the tariff as a part of his remarks. 
As the ball had be n sot rolling other 
senators kent it in motion. 
Reagan of Texas made a good speech in 
support of the Democratic efforts to reform 
the tariff. 
Mr. Hawley answered him and made a 
stock speech advocating protection, and 
protesting that a revision of war taxes 
would bring American wages to the level 
of those paid in Europe. 
Mr. Butler of South Carolina nut one or 
two questions to Mr. Hawley, tending to 
show that his argument was based on false 
conclusions derived from his own premises, 
and finally Mr. Hawley had to admit that 
as tho American workman w as more intelli­ 
gent and worked harder than the British, 
his wages would always be higher titan 
those of foreigners. 
Tile tariff argument was carried on at 
considerable length by Senators Reagan, 
Platt, McPherson, Saulsburv and Haw ley. 
Mr. Hawley cn tlased Mr. Reagan’s speech 
and said tho senator’s argument was that, 
in order to have a foreign market for Amer­ 
ican goods it was necessary to reduce w ages. 
Mr. Rea . an denied that ho had said any­ 
thing of tim kind. 
After further discussion 
by Senators 
Stewart and Call, tim motion to insist on 
the aineudmentllwas agreed to. Yeas, 28; 
nays, Id. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of the Senate bill to provide for for­ 
tifications and other seacoast defences. 
On a motion by Mr. Plumb 10 postpone 
the consideration of tim bi 11 till the 25th of 
July mn the ground that the regular fortifi­ 
cation hill would, before teat time, I e re­ 
ceived from the House', a long discussion 
took place, going over the whole range of 
modern naval warfare, the best class of war 
ships, the most improved types of guns. and 
the necessity for coast fortifications. 
With­ 
out action on the bill, tho Senate at 5.80 
adjourned, 
M r. P h e l p s on Flax. 
Mr. Hatch of Missouri submitted a report 
of disagreement on tim agricultural appro­ 
priation hill in tho House, stating that the 
point of disagreement was 
the Senate 
amendment m aking an appropriation of 
#100,000 for sorghum sugar experiments. 
After cons derable discuss on 
Mr. Ryan 
moved concurrence in the Senate amend­ 
ment. which wras agreed t o - yeas, 128: 
nays, 98. This com petes the consideration 
of the bill, and it stands finally passed. 
Tho Hou-re then went into com mittee of 
the whole on the tariff hill. The pending 
amendment was that offered by Mr. Phelps 
of New Jersey, fixing at 40 per cent, ad 
valorem the duty on flax or linen thread, 
and all manufactures of flax. 
That was tho first step in tills great 
drama, w hich, if successfully carried lo the 
end, would be destructive of the interests 
of American industry. 
The next step, 
which parliamentary necessity required, w as 
the taking of the bill out of the dark into 
the house and presenting it to the whole 
of the Democrat c majority. 
'J here was 
one step left in their desperation, and they 
had the nerve to take it. They summoned 
tho majority, and imposed an oat hon every 
one of them that no Demi erat ie member 
should vote in favor of any amendment no 
matter how glaring were the mistakes or 
tho follies which m ight be discovered in 
the bill. 
Mr 
Breckinridge of Arkansas opposed 
Mr. Phelps’ amendment, which was finally 
re ected 
On motion of Mr. Breckinridge of Arkan­ 
sas an amendment was adopted chang ng 
the rate of dutv on bags and hagging from 
15 per cent. ad valorem to three-eighths of 
a cent per pound. 
Mr. Buchanan of New Jersey, in behalf of 
Mr. Lehi1 ach, ottered an amendment m ak­ 
ing the duty en seines 40 per cent., instead 
of 25 percent. The amendment was re­ 
jected. as was an amendment offered by 
Mr. Jackson of Pennsylvania, fixing a sim ­ 
ilar rate of duty on manufactures of hemp 
or manila not enumerated. 
The third section of tile hill—that relating 
to wools and woollen manufactures—being 
reached, Mr. Mills proposed that the entire 
61 lines of tile section be read and consid­ 
ered as one paragraph, as iii iho ease of the 
sugar paragraphs, amendments to be in or­ 
der at any place. 
Mr. Mills endeavored to reach an agree- 
ment as to the time to be allowed for debate 
of tho section, proposing i wo days, but Mi. 
Reed objected to lixin a any time before the 
debate had been fairly started. The ent re 
section was read without objection, how­ 
ever. 
Mr. Buchanan of New Jersey overed an 
amendment trebling the duties on imported 
convict-made goods, which was defeated. 
Mr. 
Caswell of Wiser m in offered an 
amendment to the wool sections, substitut­ 
ing tho schedule of 1867. and it was laid 
over until tomorrow. 
Tho com mittee then rose and the House. 
at 4.45. took a recess until 8 o’clock, tho 
evening session to be for the consideration 
of the census bill. 
A R o w O v er th o Veto©?. 


T h u r s d a y .—Seven vetoed pension hills 
furnished text for a red-hot debate in the 
Senate today, in which Messrs. Hawley, 
Blair and Butler of South Carolina took 
the leading parts. An extended report will 
he found in another place. After that Mr. 
George spoke in favor of ratifying the 
fisheries treaty, 
U n d e s i r a b l e I m m i g r a t i o n . 
In tho House today Mr. Ford of Michi­ 
gan, from the com mittee on military af­ 
fairs, reported back the resolution for the 
appointment of a special com mittee to in ­ 
vestigate alleged evasions of the contract 
labor law. 
Iii reply to a question by Mr. Landover of 
California, Mr. Ford stated that the resolu­ 
tion was broad enough iii its scope to cover 
tho subject ot any evasion of the law against 
Ch nese immigration. 
Mr. Cox or New York called the attention 
of tim House to the great necessity of this 
resolution to correct the abuses now exist­ 
ing. There was an abnormal immigration 
to th s country by men persuaded to come 
bere by false and fraudulent pretences. 
Instead of tiler * boing an ordinary immi­ 
gration 1-om Italy Italians were coming 
into this country at the rate of HO,OOO a 
year, under influences that should be in­ 
quired into. There bad come into New 
York iii one month 50.000 men who did 
not know our language, aud who added 
nothing to our wealth aud labor. 
Mr. Morrow of California was glad that 
tho House at last comprehended the evils 
nesetting the country from unrestricted im­ 
migration. The Pacific coast had been con­ 
fronted with that question for 80 years. 
ana the representatives of that section had 
been declaring over and m er aga n that 
the Chinese immigration could not be as­ 
similated. Now New York was confronted 
by tho same eond-tion of affairs 
immi- 
g.ants were coming in there as slaves, pre­ 
cisely as the Chinese came into San Fran­ 
cisco. 
After an ineffectual attempt by Mr. Hol­ 
man of indiana to lim it the expenses to 
$8000, the resolution was adopted. 
The House then went into com mittee of 
the whole on ttie tariff bdl, the agreement 
being that no vote should be taken on the 
pending wool schedule until today. 
S a g a c i o u s fitheep. 
Mr. Pugslev of Ohio opposed the schedule 
as it appears in the hill, contending that it 
would destroy tile sheep grow ng industry 
and incidentally make unavailable much 
of tile poor land of the country. The duty 
on wool, instead of being reduced, should he 
increased, and if th s were done there would 
bein Hie country 100,000,080 sheep instead 
of 40.000,000 and 2.000,000 growers in­ 
stead of 1,000,000. 
Mr. McKinney of New Hampshire spoke 
of the value of sheep growing for the pur­ 
pose of improving po r land. 
There wore 
three fronts irom sheep: first I ruin their 
wool, seem d from their mutton, and third 
from their fertilizing properties- WouhJthere 
lie lo>8 fertilizing qualities iii sheep under 
free trade than under protection.' It was 
his impression that the sheep would know 
nothing alou t it, aud would go on fertiliz- 


i ing the ground as before. He did not think 
I that the placing of wool on the free list 
would decrease the price of wool in this 
j country, but it, would secure cheaper clothes, 
I because it would enable American manu­ 
facturers to compete on an equality with 
the foreign manufacturers. 
Messrs. Caswell of Wisconsin, Bcothman 
of Ohio and Brewer of Michigan protested 
against placing wool on the tree list, and 
claimed that it would dostrov the industry. 
Mr. Dockery of Missouri asserted that 
that there was no political party in the 
country which was hostile to American inter­ 
ests, and he question d tho s ncerity of gen­ 
tlemen on tile other side when they charged 
the Democratic party with desiring to in­ 
augurate Englisn systems in tins republic. 
Mr. Allen of Michigan said that this coun­ 
try could and would produce alt the wool it 
needed if it were given the chance. 
Mr. Lanham of Texas said that lie had 
some doubt as to the propriety of the wool 
schedule, but as the bill was a party meas­ 
ure, he should support it. 
Mr. Dingley of Maine said that if, under 
free wool, there would bo a reduction in 
the cost of iho material, the farmer must 
suffer by it. Since the Mills bill had been 
launched in the press, wool had declined 
seven cents a rou n d . If the discussion of 
the bill had done this, what would tho hill 
itself do to the inurn' of tho farmer? 
J. D. Taylor of Ohio regarded the bill as 
a conspiracy for ult mate free trade, and ho 
attacked its general features. 
Pending further debate the committee 
rose, and the House at 5 o’clock took a re­ 
cess until h o’clock. 
The House m et this evening to consider 
certain private pension bills, to which ob­ 
jection had been made at various Friday 
evening sessions, and a final vote upon 
which h a! been postponed until tonight. 
There were 13 such measures upon the cal­ 
endar, but opposition was developed to the 
first one—granting a pension to Jesse Strick­ 
land—and after a call of the House and two 
ineffectual roll calls, the House, without ac­ 
complishing anything, at 10.15 adjourned. 
D o lp h on F ish . 
F rid a y.—In the Senate Mr. Dawes pre­ 
sented a remonstrance of a large number of 
wool 
manufacturers 
and 
wool dealers 
against the legislation proposed in tho Mills 
hill. It was referred to the committee on 
finance. 
Tho Senate then, at 12.30 p. rn., went into 
op n executive session, and Mr. George re­ 
sumed and finished tho speech begun by 
him yesterday, in favor of ratification of tho 
fisheries treaty. 
Mr. Dolnh addressed the Senate in oppo­ 
sition to the treaty. 
The provisions of the pending treaty 
were a surrender by the United States of its 
claims as to tv hat wore British hays and 
harbors. In the case of the Washington and 
tim Argus, the commission provided for in 
the treaty of J854 had sustained tho Amer­ 
ican construction of the treaty, and had 
disposed of the headland theory; so that 
there was nothing left for the claim of 
Great Britain to exclude American fisher­ 
men from hays more than s x miles wide. 
Ttie 
interpretation of the renunciation 
clause iii the treat' of 1818 had to he de- 
term lied hy ascertaining what the rule of 
international law, as to the jurisdiction of 
astate over the ad arent sea, was at that 
date. 
The substantial proposition of tho pend­ 
ing treaty, he said, was found in the fif­ 
teenth article, by which it was .stipulated 
that the 
commercial privileges 
which 
Americans were entitled to, upon principles 
of leciproeity, if hereafter obtained by 
American fishermen, should be purchased 
by tfie remission of duties to the amount of 
$l.ouu,oo(i a ve ir. 
Tile Republican majority in tho Senate 
had been threatened with free Canadian 
fish if the treaty were not ratified, but he 
could inform the senators on tile other side 
that that was not the way to secure free 
Canadian fish. It was the ratification of tho 
treaty that would lav tho foundation for 
free fish. He was nii-taken iii Hie temper 
of tho American peoulo if they would he 
driven im o such a concession. 
Mr. I’ugli gave notice that he would ad­ 
dress the .Senate on tho fishery treaty next 
Monday, to which day the Senate adjourned, 
at 5.26 p. rn. 


(S te a m s h ip N u b ilitie s . 
In tho House today Mr. Blount of Georgia 
submitted the conference report on the post 
office appropriation bill. An agreement has 
been arrived ut on all the amendments ex 
cent that known as the "subsidy” amend­ 
ment. The rate of postage on s> eds, p ants. 
bulbs, roots and scions 1ms been fixed at 
one rem for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. Jt is provided that no contract 
for rent of third-class post offices shall he 
made fora longer period than one year. 
’Tho repo t was agreed to, and then Mr, 
Bingham of Pennsylvania moved to concur 
iii the Senate "subsidy” amendment,with an 
amendment reducing 
the appropriation 
from $800,000 to $450,000, authorizing the 
postmaster general to increase tho mail fa­ 
cilities, not only between the United States 
arid Central and South America and the 
West Indies, but between the United States 
and China, .(anan, the Sandwich Is ands 
and Australasia, and providing that Ameri­ 
can sh ps carrying the mails shall he al­ 
lowed four times the rate of compensation 
they now receive. 
Mr. Blount of Georgia opposed Hie motion 
to concur, and expressed his firm antagon­ 
ism to the subsidy system, and Mr. Dingley 
earnestly supported it. 
Mr. Nelson of Minnesota said that the 
argument that the American shipping did 
not exist lie ausu of a rebellion which oc­ 
curred 25 years ago was to him all stuff 
and nonsense, all fuss and feathers. Tile 
trouble w is that tho government had put 
the merchant marine in a sort of straight 
jacket. It sam to the people wishing to 
engage capi a1 in navigating the high seas, 
"You cannot engage iii this enterpiise un­ 
less you buy American vessels.” This was 
putting the merchant marine iii a straight 
jacket. (Applause on the Democratic sidt*.) 
He referred to the country of his birth, 
Norway, as a poor country with less than 
2,000.000 inhahitan s. 
She was so poor 
that aho could not subsidize a single ship 
tor a single year, and yet with free trade 
and free sh its stood next to Hie United 
States in tonnage and commerce. (Applause 
on Democratic side.) In every port of the 
world could he found a Norwegian ship, 
and the idea that iii this c-uutry, with all 
its wealth arid all its resources, American 
shipping could not exist without a subsidy 
to a few steamship lines was preposterous. 
Mr. Dockery of Missouri made an elabor­ 
ate argument against the system of subsi­ 
dies, and contended that the effect of the 
pending amendment would he to discour­ 
age the building of additional lines, and to 
enable such poor men as Jay Gould, Russell 
Mage aud C. P. Huntington to prevent any 
competition being built up to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company. 
Pending further debate tho House, at 5 
o’clock, took a recess until 8 o’clock. 
G r o sv e n o r A m o n g th o P r o p h e t s . 
Saturday.—Immediately after the read­ 
ing of the journal the House resumed the 
consideration of the subsidy amendment of 
the Senate to the postoffice appropriation 
hill. 
By a vote of 135 yeas to 56 nays, Hie 
House further insisted on its disagreement 
to the Senate amendment, and a further 
conference was ordeied. 
Tim House then went into committee of 
the whole on the tariff bill, the pending 
schedule being that relative to wool. 
Mr. Oath wane of Ohio ridiculed Hie asser­ 
tion that Hie eff ect of the tariff had been to 
increase the number of sheep in tiffs coun­ 
try. H*‘ thou >ht that the natural fecundity 
of the flocks had som ething to do with the 
increase. Ile proceeded to argue that the 
high tariff had no influence upon tho price 
of wool, which was regulated by the law of 
supply and demand. 
Under a high tariff 
i lie price of wool had steadily declined. He 
did not claim that the decline was attribut­ 
able to the tariff, hut to tho increased supply 
of wool. He quoted a remark to firm by a 
sheep grower in Ohio to Hie effect that he 
would surrender all the benefit which lie 
derived from his clip on account of a pro­ 
tective tariff for the privilege of buying one 
pair of untaxed pantaloons. He contended 
that the woollen maim acturers had noth­ 
ing to lear iron) the woollen schedule. The 
bill presented a fair proposition, a proposi­ 
tion to make a reduction on woollen goods 
equal to the reduction which would result 
from putting wool on the free list. 
Mr. Grosvenor said that if the gentlemen 
would run back over the history of Hie 
market they would find that, aft' r the Re­ 
publicans, aided by all but one or tw o of the 
Ohio Democratic members, had stricken 
out the enacting clause el the Morrison bill, 
the price of wool had sprung up from 3 to 5 
cents per pound. 
Would any sane man 
strike down this great industry for the sake 
of reducing the revenues by a few million 
dollars? He would make a p edictiou that. 
if tho Democratic party did tiffs—if they 
.struck down this great industry which feeds 
and clothes 5.00! >.000 people—then the 
De moi rat who came hack lie e next De­ 
cember would feel like one ‘‘who treads 
alone some banquet hall deserted.'’

General Boulanger and M. 
Floquet Fight a Duel. 


Parnell to be Investigated by a Com­ 


mission of Judges. 


Notes and Incidents of a Busy Week 


Abroad. 


The event of tho week in Franco has 
been the practical extinction of General 
Boulanger as a serious elem ent in French 
politics. On Thursday last he took part in 
an exciting debato on his own motion to 
dissolve tho chamber, as a censure of the 
government. In the course of this debate 
ho so grossly insulted tho m im e minister 
l.Vf. Floquet) that a duel was inevitable. 
The two gentlemen, attended by their sec­ 
onds, 
met in tho vicinity of Baris at 
lo 
o’clock 
Friday 
morning. 
Swords 
were used, and both combatants were 
wounded. 
Tho 
duel 
occurred 
on 
Count 
Dillon’s 
estate, 
at 
Neuilly-sur- 
Seine. a short distance from tho city. Gen­ 
eral Boulanger was wounded in the arm 
and neck. His wounds are not dangerous. 
M. Floquet’s hand was scratched by General 
Boulanger’s sword. 
At the second encounter General Boulan­ 
ger was slightly wounded in the log and M, 
Floquet received a cut on tho right hand. 
After resting, the men renewed the fighting 
for the third time- 
General Boulanger 
made a lunge at Vf. Floquet’s left breast. 
but only si ghtly touched tho mark. Gen­ 
eral Boulanger then received a wound in 
the throat, which put an end to the encoun­ 
ter. The wound is ase' ere one 
Tho duel lasted only four minutes. Bou­ 
langer seem< d to bo excited and nervous. 
Ile made several passes at Floquet, who was 
pa'e and equally excited, ami did not seem 
to he an expert swordsman. Finally Gen­ 
eral Boulanger made a desperate dash at 
Floquet. who thrust his sword out and held 
it so. At the same instant tho general was 
run through 
the 
neck. 
He staggered. 
clapped his hands to the wound, and fell 
unconscious in tho arms of L’H om se and 
Laisant. A doctor, who was present, put 
some bandages at once about his throat to 
stop tho flow of blood. The general was 
im mediately carried away. 
A bu letiu issued Saturday evening savs 
General Boulanger passed a quiet day de­ 
spite his difficulty in breathing. His pulse 
is almost normal. The crowds winch nave 
collected iii the streets are orderly, and no 
serious attem pt at a political demonstra­ 
tion lias been made. 


" P A R S E I.L 1S M AND C R IM E ." 


In q u iry In to th e A uthentic}* of th o 
Tim es* J itte r s . 
Iii tho House of Commons, last Thursday, 
Mr. Parnell submitted a motion for tho ap­ 
pointment of a com m ittee to inquire into 
tho authenticity ot the letters published by 
the Times in its articles on "Parnellismand 
Crime,” and those read at the recent trial 
of the suit of Mr. O’Donnell against the 
Times, in which he and other Nationalist 
members were charged with serious crimes 
Ho also asked the governm ent to appoint a 
day to discuss the subject and give him an 
opportunity to repel 
tho foul and un­ 
founded charges made against him by 
Attorney-General Webster in the trial of 
tho suit of Mr. 
O’Donnell 
again-t the 
Times. Mr. Parnell’s remarks wer greeted 
wi ii loud cheers from Hie Irish benches. 
Most of the British journals agree in say 
ing that Mr. Parnell’s demand for the ap 
pointin' nt of a parliamentary com m ittee to 
exam ine into tho authenticity of Hie letters 
charging him with crime is unfortunately 
tin ed, unhappily conceived and inadmis­ 
sible. They taunt him w th declaring be­ 
fore the O’Donnell trial that lie was ready 
to testify, and say it is bewildering t m av 
hear

express 
distrust of British 
tribunals. 
l he I >ailv News referring to the proposed 
committee to investigate Hie Times charges 
says Mr. Sm ith’s proposition is designed to 
play into Mr. Waiters’ hands by widening 
the scope of the inquiry beyond the ques­ 
tion of tile authenticity of the alleged 
Parnell letters. 
Tim Freeman’s Journal, referring to Mr. 
Sui tiffs proposed motion for the appoint­ 
ment by the House Commons of a commis- 
pion to inquire iuto tho Tim es’ charges 
against the Irish members of Parliament, 
says the governm nt have adopted the 
talu s of the cuttlefish. They are frying to 
darken 
the inquiry with the object of 
evading a fair issue and preventing their 
opponents from having a fa r trial. It says 
the attitude of the conspirators in seeking 
to bring in all sorts of issues is for the pur­ 
pose of indefinitely deferring the report of 
Hie commission for political reasons. 
The Standard commends the govern­ 
ment's action, and says Mr, Parnell will ho 
ill-advised if lie attem pts to na row tho 
Unfits of the investigation. As an honest 
man. his position should leave no opening 
f r the suspicion that lie has shunt cd the 
fullest light on each and every charge 
Tile Daily Telegraph says: Mr. Paine Bs 
acceptance of I he government's offer in tho 
matter of the Tim es’ charges has impro cd 
his position. The public will awa t the 
issue with no other wish than that I,e may 
succeed in purging him self of these hideous 
accusations. 
The Po t holies that in common fairness 
the matter will be argued before men wiio 
have neither constituents to consider nor 
political reputations to make or lose. It 
protests a gainst the inquiry being c mined 
to the Parnell letters, and urges that it 
must cover the wholo ground that tho 
Times has taken up. as any other course 
would be to put on justice a fool’s cap.

H e W a n t s a P r e s i d e n t W i t h a H a c k .

Buffalo, N. Y., July 15.—Sam Jones at 
Chautauqua yesterday, said : 
"If I had but one prayer for the United 
States, I would pray, ‘Give us for a presi­ 
dent every four years, oh Lord, a man who 
has courage; a man who has a backbone 
like a ‘Circus role.’

Most preachers can jump on 
the poor old sinner; but when thov jump on 
the president, or governor or mayor they 
have got to have grit or have got to git, 
A man or a chicken without sand in ais 
gizzard is a failure. I’m not a Democrat, 
or a Republican, or a third party man. I’m 
one of those one-in-a-hill sort of fellows. 
"But I will tell w hat! believe wilt happen. 
Iii November the Democrats will re-elect 
their man. hut four years after that we will 
have un issue - prohibition or whiskey, 
heaven or hell. You never can have any­ 
thing but a solid South by shaking the 
bloody shirt. But once get a real issue and 
you won’t have a solid South. 
"The difference between the Democrats 
and Republicans is that the Democrats 
come right out and say, ‘We favor whis­ 
key.’ 
'Hie Republicans don’t say so, tu t 
they do, just the same.” 


P h iladelphia, Penn.. July 1 3 .— Two 
practical politicians, from the most corrupt 
State, probably, in the Union, will lead the 
hosts of the two great parties during tiffs 
presidential year. 
Matthew Stanley Quay, dubbed "Mat” by 
his ward friends, is the Pennsylvanian 
elected chairman of the national Repub­ 
lican com mittee, and of th© national Re­ 
publican executive committee. 
W illiam L. Scott, familiarly known as 
"Bill” Scott, is the Pennsylvanian chosen 
by the Democracy as chairman of their 
national campaign committee. 
When Pennsylvanian 
meets 
Pennsyl­ 
vanian then comes the tug of politics. 
Quay is probably the ablest man who took 
his seat in the United States Senate on 
March 4, 1887. 
Scott is tho richest man in tho lower 
house and keen as a Damascus blade in 
party management. 
Scott is a man of business, Quay a studeut 
of books. 
Scott is a hunter—after success, wealth, 
fame: Quay is a m ighty fisherman. 
Scott is HG years old; Quay is 53. 
Quay is a preacher’s son. He was born at 
Dillsburg. York county, 63 years ago. He 
I is a poor man comparatively, although lie 
has been an ardent Republican politician 
aud worker for 25 years, and was 
In w i t h t h e M a c h in e 
at Harrisburg when it was charged by re­ 
sponsible journals and men of its own party 
with using the people’s money in the State 
treasury to buy totes, to give dinners, to 
bolster up banks, and even to start and 
equip the Union Passenger Railway Com­ 
pany of Philadelphia. 
Quay was a bohemian in hie youth, taught 
school and loc,ght Indians in I ex as. showed 
a magic lantern and tried to start a news­ 
paper in Louisiana, and roamed about until 
he studied law. and in i860 was appointed 
prothonotary of Beaver county. 
Ho lias been in volitics ever since, and 
instead of a f < rewire has accumulated a 
library. 
Ho was elected prothonotary to 
succeed himself. He resigned iii 1861 and 
went into the army. Ho resigned the first 
lieutenantcy of the Eleventh Pennsylvania 
Regiment, became assistant coinmissary- 
general on the staff of his friend, Governor 
Cunni, became Curtin’s private secretary, 
and again went to tile front as colonel of 
the One Hundred and Thirty-fourth Penn 
s , lvania Infantry. 
In December, 02. he resigned his com­ 
mand by his surgeon’s orders, but stayed at 
the front to have 
“ Un* M ore Shy*' 
at the rebels in the battle of Gettysburg. 
He declared he’d "rather die like a fool 
than live like a coward,” when the surgeon 
called him a fool for staving. 
Quay was Governor Hartranft’s secretary 
of state in 1873, and resigned to lie elected 
recorder of Philadelphia, a fat office which 
was created by the Legislature for him, and 
lias since been abolished. 
I ton Cameron made Chris Magee. Quay’s 
junior and rival iii politics, b s proxy rep­ 
resentative in the national.Republican com­ 
m ittee in 1883. 
Everybody said Quay was "dead.” They 
who thought so little knew him. 
In 1885 Quay did one of the boldest things 
ever done in American polities. 
He ap­ 
pealed directly to the people of Pennsylva­ 
nia to say whether lie was as I ad as his ene­ 
mies declared him. He announced himself 
a candidate for .State treasurer, to every­ 
body’s intense surprise. He didn’t consult 
any of tim politicians, hut wrote letters to 
his friends and let the popular feeling as­ 
sert itself. 
All the party scandals and tho State treas­ 
ury shortcomings were dug up mid their 
corpses prepared for a street parado which 
never took place. Tho independents aud 
mugwumps fought 
Quay bitterly. 
The 
famous “pardon board transaction” was 
brought up against him. This was in sub­ 
stance as follows: 
William Ii. Kemble, Rumborger. .Salter 
and Crawford pleaded guilty, March 9, 
1880, to having 
(trilled t h e L e g i s l a t u r e 
of Pennsylvania to pass the bill appropri­ 
ating $4,000,000 to pay the losses caused 
by the Pittsburg riots of 1877. They were 
sentenced to $1000 lino awd a year iii tho 
penitentiary. The State board of pardons, 
of which Quay was an active member, par 
doned them before they put on the stripes. 
In spite of ail this, irs triumph, personal 
and political, was the most complete in 
Pennsylvania a history. From the counting 
of tim voles on the treasury election his 
election to the Senate was conceded and he 
was accordingly chosen without tho formal­ 
ity of a caucus the following winter. 
His career in tim Senate bas been a quiet 
one. 
Not 
being a speaxer he has not 
spoken. But lie has achieved success in ilia 
chosen field.

W a s h in g to n , July 9 .—The proposition to 
submit to the people of the several States a 
constitutional amendment to prohibit the 
liquor traffic in Hie United Stales was 
favorably reported bv Senator Blair today 
from the com mittee on education. The pro­ 
posed amendment reads as follows: 
Section I. The manufacture, importation, 
exportation, transportation and sale of nil 
alcoholic liquors as a beverage shalt be and 
hereby is forever prohib ted in the United 
States, and in every place subject to their 
jurisdiction. 
Section 2. Congress shall enforce this ar­ 
ticle by all neediul legislation. 
The report a companying the bill says: 
Judging from the petitions which have 
been presented to Congress during tire last 
few years, many of which are representa­ 
tive of great bodies and committees, whose 
individual signatures have not been ob­ 
tained, it can hardly bo doubted that at 
least 10,000,000 of the American people are 
desirous of national 
legislation for tile 
dost ruction of poisons; that is to say. of 
alcoholic drinks. These people represent 
a 
power 
of 
thought 
and 
a 
moral 
force 
far 
greater 
than 
tlieir 
mere 
numbers. Whoever experts to withstand 
tire shock of their charge will yet regret 
that its irresistible power was not reason­ 
ably realized. To deny the petit oners the 
right to lie heard in Itll© States upon this 
proposed amendment is to subvert a repub­ 
lican form of government. and the honor­ 
able opponents of the measure will not 
always refuse its friends that hearing in 
court which is the sacred right of every 
American, and especially in the matters of 
great national concern. 
The report concludes with an argument 
des gned to show that it s impossible for 
individual States to suppress the liquor 
traffic bv the exercise of tlieir police power 
because of the privilege of interstate trans­ 
portation guaranteed by tire Constitution, 
and because of the fact that some adjacent 
States decline to impose the necessary re­ 
strictions.

Its officers say 
that when tire steamer left Skeena River, 
it was reported there that Mr Clifford, in 
charge of the Hudson Bay Company at 
Hazelton, and one of the special c< nstablea 
sent from here, had been murdered by 
Indians. The Indians are thoroughly ex ­ 
cited and tilrealen to exterm inate all whites 
in that part of the country. H. B. Royer of 
tire Provincial police leaves today for the 
scene of tire trouble with a force of special 
polit amen. 
The Caroline arrived last night, and w ill 
probably convey the force and Battery 0 to 
tire mouth of the Skeena river. It will he 
impossible for lier to ascend the Skeena, 
owing to l"W water and Hie rapids. The 
only way the troops can go up is in canoes, 
and it is estimated this will occupy about 
three weeks, as it is a distance of iff) m iles 
up Hie river to the scene of the trouble, and 
a great many portages will make packing 
slow. The Indians who are causing Hie 
trouble are the worst on the coast, and are 
large, powerful 
fellows, nearly all well 
armed.

Tho location of iho prow in sr 
croP'c. w ith reference to the silo. and th e 
arrangem ents for cutting, loading, hauling, 
chatting, storing and pressing, require good 
judgm ent and close supervision. 
It is use­ 
less to discuss details, so m uch will depend 
wpon the circum stances peculiar to every - 
ease. But it is certain th at, w ith like con 
ditions. one mar. will m ake th e operation of. 
harvesting a job costing 81 a ton, and an 
other m an will so order and m anage th e 
same work as to d# it w ith com parative 
ease and at half the cost. 
Rainy w eather and w et m aterial need not 
interrui-i Tue harvest and storage of an ensi 
lags crop, unless so serious as to drive 
team s and workm en to cover. An addition 
of w ater causes little loss, but it does in­ 
crease the acidity developed, and hence is 
to be avoided. 
To secure th e best ensilage I w ould not 
only have the plant so m ature as to show 
th at it is beginning to n atu rally dry. but 
would cut or wilt for half ad ay , or over 
Hi4bt, in the case of corn, for th e purpose <n 
reducing the proportion of w iver contained 
in tho stored m aterials. L uxuriant fodder 
corn at th e tim eo t tasselling contains* sr. 
p r cent. of water, and often m o re: at the 
tim e the k e rn e s of 1 ho ears are glazing t he 
■water is usually about HO per c e n t. som e­ 
tim es onlv rf*. 
This m aterial or any other 
foliage m ay l»e dried to advantage till it 
contains not to exceed 70 per cent, of w ater 
before tieing pitted.

uves were furnished to m e to verify this 
statem ent. 
There is alm ost equal dispute as to th e ad- 
vi°ability of tiding the silo slowly, w ith ffi- 
tentu n il delays, and settling to the work as 
one would tor threshing seyi ral hundred 
bushels of grain, pushing the job till done. 
ami getting ad the ex tra help needed. From 
its first introduction t he chief fault found 
w ith ensilage hasbeen the acid character of 
tho m aterial at the tim e it is ted to anim als. 
This acidite results from ferm entation in 
the silo, caused by living organisms, known 
as bacteria. E nthusiastic friends of this 
process of preserving im age claim ed, a few 
days ago. th at they had discovered a m ethod 
of m aking sweet "ensilage.” "Sw eet en- 
sil ige.” it was claimed, wa- m ade in m imer- 
on* i laces. The way to do ii was to fill tho 
s ill slowly, letting eve>y lot cf chopped 
stuff put in heat un well b fore putting in 
more. 
For example. Captain Morton of 
Verm ont, in ISM i, filled only a foot iii doeth 
a t a tim e, gut tho lowest layer, by act'ye 
fo m en tatio n , up to 140 F., and then kel t 
tho heat moving up to the top. Ho main 
tam ed a tem perature of 122° F. or over in 
certain parts of his silo. and. he said, "often 
up to IGO F.” When tho cop layer had 
reached IGO" F., he covered w ith tar paper 
and earth. The tem perature h e'd at I . u°F. 
for two weeks, and then cooled down to nu 
F. w .thin a m onth. The good captain adds 
th at when he opened the silo "th e ensilage 
was like honey.” (Sweet pickles.) 
The theory upon which this m ethod is 
based is th a t tho bacteria of th e ensilage 
ferm entation are destroyed, and th e I 
m entation thus arrested by a certain degree 
of tem perature, placed variously at 1 2 u to 
I tll F. 'The little creatures are induced. 
as it were, by favorable c nditions, to work 
them selves into such a state of excitem ent 
as to die of apoplexy lrom their own fer­ 
m ent heat. 
ii is a very pretty theory, or was as long 
it lasted, but that w as not long. As well try 
to fan a fire to such intensity th at it would 
extinguish itself, anil w ithout injury to the 
fuel. Careful students soon discovered th at 
the bacteria of the silo were particularly 
happy and active at the very tem peratures 
which it was claim ed would destroy them. 
T em peratures from 12<i to leo F .are most 
favorable to their developm ent and activ­ 
ity, and it reauires at least IHG to destroy 
them , while ferm enting ensilage does not. 
often exceed 140-'. and no authentic record 
of IGO' F. can be found. 
How m en could so deceive them selves, 
and some of scientific reputation have been 
am ong tb e m .it is hard to undergo and; but 
Die evidence is conclusive th a t they were 
wrong. I have never ye* been so fortunate 
as to see any ensilage which I should call 
sweet. Of course, the m aterial differs great­ 
ly rn the degreo of its apparent acidite, and 
as com parative term s, sour and sweet may 
be convenient as applied to ensilage, al­ 
though deceptive. 
I see no evidence th at any relation exists 
between the m ethod of filling th e silo, the 
(low process or the quick process, and the 
acidity of the product. On the whole I pre­ 
fer th e straight ahi ad way. no undue haste, 
but pushing the job of harvesting and filling 
to com pletion w ithout unnecessary delay. 
Yet if circum stances m ake slower work 
desirable, or lf an a c c id e n ta l detention 
occurs, there need be no fear of serious lass. 
Evening and tram ping cu t fodder as it 
goes into the silo is not essential; bn; both 
seem desirable for several reasons if care­ 
fully done. The evening process, especially, 
tends to uniform ity in finality throughout 
tile pit. This is a valuable property, and 
seldom true of the whole contents of a silo. 
L et the even spreading be continual as the 
chopped forage falls into the p it; assign a 
m an pf judgm ent to this task, and ii tram p­ 
ing is done also, let it bo particularly 
around the edges, next to the walls ana in 
th e corners. 
M Goffart. after more than 30 years’ ex­ 
perience, which m eans constant e \p ert­ 
inent, w ith silos and ensilage, and always 
w ith a k< en bus ness eye on the useful and 
econom ical results, relies chiefiv upon the 
Indian corn plant. He claim s to secure 
nearly 40 tons per acre in drills w ith fiat 
culture, and his plan is to let the plant n u . 
farew ell, cut in one inch lengths, fill the 
blo quickly, evenly, aud thoroughly pack 
the contents, cover a t once, and w eight with 
BOO pounds or more to the square foot. He 
lays one cannot press too hard or too tight. 
He m ixes a little dry straw or coarse hay 
finely cut, with ensilage. 
My own experience and studies lead to 
th e conclusion that, so far as sour and sweet 
ensilage is concerned, the relative m aturity 
of the plant and consequent dryness of the 
m aterial is the governing factor. The more 
m ature the plant, if still in a succulent con­ 
dition, the freer th e ensilage will be from 
sharp acidity.

Sum m er Made B u tte r and C anadian 
Cheese M aking. 
T he dairym an needs to exert all his 
patience, foresight, skill and experience at 
this season in evading the effects of tho 
high tem perature, and iii preserving his 
m ilk and butter from them . W here ice is 
available the greater part of th e trouble is 
avoided; but w here it is not to be procured, 
the way of the dairym an or wom an is in­ 
deed hard, and calls for ail th e care and a t­ 
tention th a t can possibly be given. Even 
w ith tLe use of ice th e whole difficulty is 
not rem oved, and indeed, w ithout much 
care, an equally dangerous enem y is in­ 
voked. This is m oisture, which, when in 
excess, causes th e grow th of various kinds 
of m oulds and m ildews, andjtbesejm their 
grow th produce some of the very results 
w hich are tho u g h t to be evaded by tho use 
of ice. D ry cold is antiseptic, hut m oist 
cold is not. aud every person who has used 
ice in a refrigerator which is neglected, and 
left alw ays cam p, will recall the disagree­ 
able ador, som etim es called "frowy, 
but 
w hich really deserves the term stinking, 
and which accom panies th at sticky, greasy 
feeling given to everything th a t is attacked 
bv on® of th e 
lowest orders of plant 
grow th th at flourishes in dam p air, and is 
uornmonly known as slim e a species of 
I P I apnea th e dairym an who bas plenty 
ic am Hoe Trona trouble, ama must 


tak e car* th at th e atm osphere which he 
cools by th e ice m ust a ls o be dried in some 
way, and th at w ithout heating. Q uicklim e 
is as indispensable in th e sum m er dairy as 
ice. It is exceedingly absorptive of mois­ 
tu re, tak in g up one-third of its w eight of it 
w ithout having any appearance of moist­ 
ness, and only falling slowly to a fine, dry 
powder. A peck of lreshly burned lime 
will th u s absorb nine pounds of w ater, or 
th e enorm ous quantity of four quarts and 
w hen one realizes w hat it is to take so m uch 
w ater from the air, Hoor aud walls of a 
dairy-room lo x l2 feet square and it feet 
high, as has been done in a w eek, he will 
have some idea of th e value of lim e in this 
respect. In such a dairy-room I have made 
tho air so dry by th e use of lim e th a t the 
cream becam e leathery, and ventilation to 
ad m it some m oisture becam e requisite. 
T ins applies to th e shallow pan setting, 
w hich is indispensable w hen there is no 
ice, and in a dairy of this kind, operated in 
the sum m er, th e air cannot help but be 
m oist, because the air adm itted by neces­ 
sary ventilation m ust necessarily contain 
considerable m oisture. Tho follow ing table 
shows tho am ount of w ater th a t m ay be 
held in suspension in th e air of a room of 
th e size m entioned, or loot) cubic feet, at 
th e tem peratures given, v iz .:

Now this tablo has a m ost im portant ap­ 
plication to tho ventilation 
of a dairy; 
som ething, in fact, w hich bothers dairy­ 
m en m ore than any thing else in their busi­ 
ness. all of w hich is surrounded by m ys­ 
teries arising from occult operations of the 
physical or chem ical laws of m atter. Sup­ 
posing a careful dairym an goes into his 
m ilkroom on a w arm day and finds a close 
and disagreeable sm ell, which really arises 
from tho evap ration lrom the m ilk in the 
P.ms. The m ilk is perhaps put in tho pans 
at ho of tein n eiature in a dairy a t CG . 
Tho m arm m ilk ti row s off a vapor in which 
there is a peculiar odor, som etim es called 
■ anim al odor,’ and which is really m uch 
like (if not precisely the same) th a t of the 
perspiration from the skin of a cow, and 
this fills the dairy. The good careful dairy­ 
m an throw s open the window, saying, "it 
w ants ionic fresh a ir.’’ 
But he does not 
th in k th at the air outside is '.hi or HG of 
tem perature, and holds 3 or 3 Va oz. of w ater 
in suspension per lo o » cubic f6ot of it. And 
so lie opens the window, and as the fresh 
air pours 
in 
and feels 
cool, although 
it 
is 
so 
warm , because 
it is cooler 
than his heated face and is in m otion, he 
thinks, hut wrongly, th a t he is doing some­ 
thing useful. T he air pour* in and pours 
out, ana every tim e it is changed in the 
oui it leaves two ounces of w ater (the oif- 
ference show n in th e table between the 
m oisture of the air a t DG and GG ) on the 
wails and everything else in the dairy. The 
n ex t day the walls are saturated, and if of 
stone or brick or plaster are trickling w ith 
\\a te r like a heavy dew. Then th e mould 
appears—Tie red fungus w hich grows in 
rouu i sp ts upon the cream in m oist air, 
and tho blue m ildew (Pcncilium glam urn) 
throw s up its m iniature forest. rl he dairy­ 
m an wonders aud is in despair. All he 
wants, however, is a little liq e. lf t e 
dairy room is lo by 12 by D, and thus holds 
i ooi) cubic leet of air, a pound of lime, fresh 
from th e kiln or dried in a hot oven. will 
tak e all the excess of m oisture cut of it, and 
keep it dry enough for tv o or three weeks, 
when it should be changed for fresh lime, 
To avoid ventilating in Hie day is another 
safeguard. 
V ontilat on should be g ven 
only at night, w hen Hie air is cooler and 
drier than it is in th e day tim e and during 
the day it is advisable to screen tho win- 
do ' s from the sunshine, the heat of which 
passes through glass most readily, w hile the 
lire heat will not. Moreover th e " indows 
provided for ventilation should bo made 
near the flour for the ingress of the air. and 
at toe ceding or in the ceiling for the escape 
of it. The warm air will uiaays rise an i 
n ake a 'lay for t lie coo! air to flow in a* the 
bo; tom. — [.Henry

C a n a d ia n C h e s s e - M a k m * 
Tho Allengrove cheese com bination of 
Lancaster, Ont., consists of 70 factories, 
and turns out vast quantities of cheese. J. 
A. Ruddick, inspector and m anager, gives 
the following description of their system of 
cheese-m aking: 
Receive nothing bu t pure sweet m ilk; set 
at 84* to HG , using enough of rennet to 
form coagulation in IG m inutes. The m ix­ 
ing of the lennet should be thoroughly 
done, and .stirring kept up for five m inutes: 
begin cutting iii about -lo m inutes, or when 
the curd breaks over the linger clean and 
sharp. AU the cutting is done at once, and 
the stirring begins im m ediately, the sooner 
tho better, hut very gently. The heating is 
also begun at once, but very light at first, 
gradually increasing th e am ountof steam 
as last, as the whey I onus out the curd. The 
rule established in stirring the curd is to 
stir just fast enough to keep the curd on the 
surface of the whey at all parts of the vat; 
as more whey forms increased agitation is 
needed. Following this rule prevents any 
parti*des of curd resting on Hie hot tin; 
.should this happen it would cause a per­ 
m anent iii ury to the quality of cheese. 
The 
stirring 
m ust 
be 
kept 
up 
tor 
lo to lo m inutes after the tem perature 
has 
been 
raised 
to 
D7” 
or 
D8J 
at no tim e should the curd be heated over 
PH ; no stirring is done until after the whey 
is draw n, which is usually done at the first 
appearance of th e acid change. 
If the 
curd is firm and squeaks between the teeth, 
it is then .stirred thoroughly once over the 
whole vat: if not, it shows ti is too soft, and 
stirring should be kept up until it gets 
sufficiently w arm ; thou it should be allowed 
to m at over th e bottom of the vat, cut into 
pieces and turned over at tho same time. A 
cover is used over the vat at all seasons of 
the year to keep up a uniform heat in the 
curd. After one or two hours the curd is 
passed through th e M acpherson curd mill. 
which cuts it into thin, narrow strips of 
uniform si e. and if the curd is porous It is 
passed twice through this m ill, so as to libe. 
rate th e gases and expose as m uch surface 
as possiblelio the air. Stirring of the curd 
is then kept up for one hour bv the hand. 
after which th e salt is applied and well 
m ixed in. at th e rate of two to two a n d a 
lialfpoundsof salt to IOO pounds of curd; 
the curd is then heaped for one hour, for 
the salt to perm eate and distribute evenly; 
it is then put to press in even sized cheese, 
squarely pre-sed, lightly at first, gradually 
increasing the pressure every hail hour un­ 
til the full power is applied: taken out of 
press and turned the following day. The 
cheese is removed to cure room and ban­ 
dage neatly adjusted and ends well greased 
and rubbed w ith the hands. 


T U E HORNE ANO T H E COW. 


H ow to Feed T hem — W heat B ran, 
Cornm eal an d Cottonseed M eal th e 
Cheapest R atio n . 
Please form ulate a ration for work ani­ 
m als — large 
and 
medium -size 
horses 
and m ares (mares used also for breeding 
purposes)—and m edium sized Jersey cows. 
I have cow pease, 82G.GG per ton (soc. per 
GO pounds); w heat bran, $25; cottonseed 
meal, $20; cornm eal, 70c. per b u sh g o a t 
hay, cut when seed was in m ilk, and just as 
th e first heads in the field were turning. 
Hay cut in half-inch lengths, pease ground 
and peam eal, bran, cottonseed meal, etc., 
m ixed dry and fed on m oistened cut hay. 
a. b. c. 
A. B. C. will find the cheapest ration for 
workhorses from his foods to be wheat 
blan, corn m eal and cottonseed m eal. But 
it m ust be rem em bered th a t cottonseed 
meal has been thought to be dangerous food 
for brood m ares after the fourth m onth of 
pregnancy. Aside from that, let the ration 
for workhorses be as follows: 3 pounds corn 
nu a1. 3 pounds w heat bran, 4 pounds cot­ 
tonseed meal, mixed, as he proposes, with 
12 pounds of cu t hay. Only so m uch w ater 
should he used w ith the cut hay as is barely 
sufficient to cause the m ixture of ground 
feed to stick to the cut hay. so th a t all will 
be eaten together. The less m oisture there 
is in it, the m ore com pletely will it he m as­ 
ticated by the horses, and the greater the 
How of saliva, which is a groat aid in diges­ 
tion. Many m ake the food for their horses 
too wet, and thereby ort vent its com plete 
m astication and insalivation.. This ration 
is very m oderate in quantity, hut the food 
is very nutritious, and J th in k will enable 
the horses to do good work. At such period 
as it becomes unsafe to feed cottonseed m eal 
to the brood m ares, the ration for these 
m ares should Pe m ade up as follows; 2 
pounds corn meal, 4 pounds bran and 4 
pounds pea meal. This ration is w ell calcu­ 
lated to keep up the stam ina of th e mare, 
and to develop the fu tits 
But soon after 
the foal is dropped, the regular ration given 
above for the working horses would he 
appropriate for them .—[Henry Stew art, in 
Country Gentlem an. 


T U E A PIA R Y , 


Some T im ely and V aluable H int*. 
1. Bees should he looked after and 
strictly cared for. Like all other stock, they 
need attention if you expect to m ake them 
profitable. 
2. All persons who are fortunate enough 
to have a few stocks of bees survive the 
severe w inter will do well to m ake a little 
syrup from good granulated sugar, and feed 
the same in glass tum blers, by tieing a cot­ 
ton cloth over the glass, and invert over a 
two-inch hole in the top of the hive, if of 
the old box or log hives. but. ii movable 
frames, then feed in bits of combs filled 
with the syrup and placed over the brood 
nest. ’lo m ake the syrup, we use three 
pints of w ater Pi four pounds of sugar. 
3. If bees are stim ulated by feeding, as 
above recommended, lor a few weeks, they 
will swarm or be ready for the apiarist to 
artificially sw arm them at least IO days 
earlier (ban if left to luck and chance. 
4. We assert that whatever is worth doing 


should be attended to prcm ptly and a t the 
right tim e, as well as doing it woll. 
5. Soc to it th at you procure yourself a 
first-class m ovable fram e hive. th a t you 
m ay bo able to handle your bees easily and 
w ith profit. 
It is now about th e proper tim e to sow a 
patch of silver Lull buckw heat for the pees 
to work on. 'The tim e lias come th a t those 
who expect to m ake Pees profitable m ust 
provide pasture for them . And we know 
of no other anim al plantso sure as the sil­ 
ver hull variety of buckw heat, which will 
pay in a two-fold sense, not only ana honey 
plant, but is found to bo one of the best of 
grains for profitable raising on the farm, 
producing a good yield ct seed as well as 
m aking Hie best quality of flour, and by far 
a superior quality of h mey to th a t produced 
from the little black buckw heat of the 
com m on variety. W e would sav th at, from 
a long experience of several years iii rais­ 
ing th e silver hull buckw heat, it has given 
us 
general 
satisfaction,—[Germ antow n 
Telegraph.

T H E QUINCE. 


H ow t o G row and H ow to P ru n e . 
Tho culture of th e quince has attracted 
m uch attention of late. and. as it is a m at­ 
ter of general Interest to all fru it growers, 
w hether professional or am ateur, it m ay 
not bo am iss to give the readers of the 
Rural my experience, practice and results. 
T he grow ing of th e quince is so sim ple 
and sure th a t any one having only a city 
back-yard can successfully com pete, iii a 
lim ited way, w ith th e best and largest 
orchardist, and raise the finest fru it for Ills 
own use. It was form erly thought th at the 
quince required no special care, either in 
planting, cultivation or prim ing, so it was 
allowed to grow a t random , throw ing up 
num erous shoots or suckers, receiving no 
pruning, save an occasional thinning out of 
the branches, aud no care save digging up 
the ground about the roots and deluging it 
w ith slops from the kitchen. 
Result, a 
stunted, dwarfed, ill-shaped tree, w ith a 
few sm all, knotty, worm y quinces, hardly 
fit to be cooked, and if by chance a good 
specim en was hero and there found, it was 
indeed a prize. Now, the prize eau be the 
rule, th e knotty ones the exception. 
It is the nature of the quince to throw out 
im m ense num bers of hue roots, and as 
these are inclined to grow near tho surface 
and are ol great im portance to Hie quality 
and fruitfulness of the tree, they should he 
encouraged and protected; hence my prac­ 
tice is never to allow the ground about the 
tree w ithin the radius of its branches, to ho 
disturbed, except to keep down the weeds 
and then only as shallow a cultivation as 
possible should he given, not over an inch 
deep, using a push hoe or the back of a 
rake 
To protect the roots in winter, cover 
the ground late iii the fall, or early in w in­ 
ter, w ith a dressing of baru-yard m anure, 
and in th e early sum m er m ulch the ground 
w ith salt nay or other coarse m aterial. 
T his is im portant, as on keep ng the fine 
roots cool and moist depends one s success. 
'Ibis is all the cultivation th a t my trees 
have had in 14 years. 
Now, in regard to pruning; m y practice is 
a m ost direct!*’ opposite to ail published 
directions. 
I r i s generally said th a t the 
quince requires very little pruning. 
One 
em inent w riter says, “an occtsional th in ­ 
ning out 
of the crowded 
or decayed 
branches is unite sufficient.” In practice I 
feel this not true.The quince being generally 
deficient in foliage, and foliage being nec­ 
essary to perfect th e fruit as well as to pro­ 
tect the trunk and branches from the hot 
sum m er sun, should he encouraged, hence 
I do not thin out at a ll; hut to induce fruit­ 
fulness I prune or head in. in the early 
spring, all over the tree, Hie new or pre­ 
vious years’ grow th to four or five buds. 
This gives mo, alm ost invariably, three or 
four one, fair quinces on each shoot, and 
the entire outer surface of the tree will he 
I terally covered w ith fruit of good size and 
quality, and I generally cut oil from two to 
four feet of wood every spring from each 
shoot. My trees are now IG years old. and 
have been in hearing 13 years, giving: excel­ 
lent crops every y e a r —literal New Yorker 


T H E MELANGE, 


Cem ent Floor*—B in d tn a T w in e—E vap­ 
o ratin g F r u it—T he Age of Tree®— 
Oxen for In crea se—B ate P o tato es— 
W h at Farmer® Should K n o w , E tc, 
Cem ent floors, when properly m ade, are 
very valuable for barns and outbuildings. 
In th e first place they are im pervious to 
liquids, and will retain all th e m nnurial 
m atter th a t is p la c 'd on them . In the sec­ 
ond place, rats ana other verm in cannot 
burrow through thorn, and, so far as my 
experience goes, will not burrow under 
them to any great extent. Floors m ade 
w ith Am erican cem ent will not generally 
be tough enough to w ithstand the treading 
of anim als, and should be protected by a 
covering of boards. A covering of English 
P ortland cem ent about two in lies in thick­ 
ness, m ade by m ixing three paris of sharp 
sand to one part of cem ent, w ith w ater just 
sufficient 
to 
dam p it, and thoroughly 
ram m ed in place, will stand treading of 
anim als, but will, I think, in m ost places he 
more expensive than a board covering. 
A foundation for such floor should first bo 
made. This is done by laying a course of 
sm all siones. from 2 to 4 inches in diam e­ 
ter# Ram these in place w ith a rani made 
of a bli ck of woo l, about IO inches iii 
diam eter at the lower end, and 2 or 3 feet 
long. A tter this course of stones is in place 
m a se a m ortar by using one part, by m eas­ 
ure, of quicklim e, one part of Am erican 
cem ent, lo parts of sand and sufficient 
w ater to m ake it % ery thin. Pour this w ater 
as soon us m ixed on the course of stones, 
and w ith a cornnym boo work the m ortar 
into all tho cracks. Sufficient m ortar will 
be used when the cracks are full. A .ter the 
first course is com pleted a second one 
should fie put on. This will m ake a total 
thickness of about G cr 8 indies, lf a floor 
is to be laid for a stable, joists of* 2x4 scant­ 
ling should be bedded in the nipper courso 
and allowed to project about one-half inch 
above the course 
Before tho floor is laid a 
m ortar, m ade of one part quicklim e, one 
part Am erican cem ent, aud six parts sharp 
sand. is spread over the surface and leveled 
off from joist to joist. 
The 
boards or 
planks for the floor should be laid at once, 
w hile the m ortar is soft. This last course 
of m ortar may. w ith ad ' antage, be replaced 
by a m ortar m ade of hot coal tar and sand, 
m ixed and applied while hot. 
If the floor is not to be trodden on by ani­ 
m als. it will do to Anisil it w ith a coat of 
cem ent m ortar about one inch thick. The 
m ortar for this finishing coat should ho one 
part sand to one p art cem ent, aud no lime. 
lf a cem ent fluor is needed for a stable, a 
covering of Portland cem ent m ortar, as 
described,should he plat en upon the stones. 
I have seen very good floors m ade by 
m ixing hot coal tar w ith sand and stones. 
Instead of lime and cem ent, as described. 
This floor will give off its characteristic 
odor for a long tim e, however, and cannot 
be recom m ended when such odor is objec­ 
tionable. Tho floors under the cattle stable 
and also the piggery at Hie M ichigan Agri­ 
cultural 
Hoi loge were constructed sub­ 
stantially as described. All the surfaces of 
woodwork in c intact w ith 
the 
m ortar 
were first coated w ith hot coal tar. This 
work was done in 1871. In I HMG it became 
necessary to rem ove the piggery to a new 
site. The floor was well prest rved, but Hie 
joists bedded iii the m ortar were badly 
rotted. Tho cattle staple floor is apparently 
in as good condition as when first put down. 
I wish to say just a word regarding the 
use of cem ent aud lime. Cem ent should 
be used as soon as m ixed w ith w ater, as it 
very soon hardens or sets. This operation 
should not bo disturbed, and if it takes 
place even in a sm all degree before the 
m ortar is deposited in its perm anent place. 
it will never become as hard as though it 
had not been disturbed. Lim e m ortar is 
rath er im proved tlnui injured by allow ing 
it to rem ain a long tim e after being m ixed. 
In this article I recom m end the use of equal 
quantities of lim e and cem ent, solely on the 
ground of economy, lf the foundation is, 
however, iii the water, the lim e should be 
replaced by cem ent, but for all oidinarv 
circum stances a m ixture of half lim e and 
cem ent gives Letter satisfaction than pure 
cem ent—such a compound form s a w ater 
lim e, that, although it will not set under 
w ater, still, when once it is set, will not be 
affected by w ater. 
For ordinary floors I 
think it becomes in tim e harder th an pure 
cem ent. 
______ 


B indin g Twine. 
It is stated on good authority that, the 
binder tw ine used to tie up the grain of this 
country last year am ounted to about 45,000 
tops. Three feet will bind a bundle of or­ 
dinary size. Now. if a farm er can estim ate 
the num ber of bundles to tho acre of an or­ 
dinary crop, and m any m ay have counted 
them in past years, he can estim ate pretty 
closely the am ount of tw ine th at he will 
need for his crop. At any rate. w ithoulget- 
ting down to an actual count, dealers in 
farm m achinery, and farm ers them selves, 
know nearly enough the num ber of pounds 
required for an acre of average wheat. It 
is iii the neighborhood of J 200 pounds. 
M anufacturers have the aggregate am ount 
needed in the territory. They reach d6wn 
to a pretty fine estim ate, and they do not 
intend m aking enough to m uch m ore than 
supply the dem and. Hence, iii a season 
w here the acreage has been largely in­ 
creased, binder tw ine becomes a scarce at ti­ 
d e in the hands of dealers at harvest tim e. 
Such was tho case last vear. and in conse­ 
quence the price of the artic Ie was ad­ 
vanced until the charge becam e a burden 
to the w heat grower who had failed to or­ 
der his tw ine early in the season. Iii some 
cas* s it was impossible to procure it a t all. in 
consequence of which the help of the self- 
biuder was lost to the owner. 
W e have frequently urged attention to 
this m atter of ordering tw ine in advance of 
harvest. The excuse for not doing so has 
been th a t a possible failure of the crop may 
occur alm ost up to the cutting period, and 
any large amount of tw ine on hand would 


have to be carried over, the farm er thus los­ 
ing the use of his m oney; but on tho whole 
this is poor economy. Any chance of sav 
fag th a t m ay be thus effected is m ore than 
overbalanced by the risk of a higher price, 
if buying is delayed. 
Inferior tw ine often finds purchasers 
sim ply because it is cheap. A poor, knotty 
tw ine hinders the hinder or renders i s 
work unsatisfactory, therefore saving noth­ 
ing to the farm er. 
M anilla tw ine is preferable to th a t made 
of sisal. 
It runs sm oothly through the 
knotting device of the binder, and it is 
stronger and more durable. The usual cost 
of m anilla twine, we believe, has been about 
2G cents per acre. Of late another kind of 
tw ine has m ade its appearance upon tho 
m arket. 
By a newly-discovered process 
our dom estic hem p is now m ade into an 
excellent article. It is not m uch cheaper, 
b u t it is said to be even stronger than 
m anilla, and w hen m achinery for m aking 
it is more abundant it can bo furnished 
considerably cheaper. 
The effect of the 
“new process” is now only felt in th e check 
it gives to the greed of m onopolists who 
were getting in shape to control, and of 
course advance the price of m anilla twine. 
Sufficient of #he new article is now in the 
m arket to secure this cud. at least. Another 
good thing about it is that it w ill aid a home 
industry, viz., th e grow ing of hem p in 
States adapted to its culture.—(The Fanner. 


Evaporating F ruit. 
A nything th a t bears upon th e quegtion of 
profit in evaporating fruit will be eagerly 
read now, as we have an abundant year in 
alm ost every kind of fruit, and wo w ant to 
save all we can w ith profit. Upon general 
principles, the question is settled th at it 
pays to evaporate, w herever th ere is fruit 
enough th a t would otherw ise go to waste. 
or th a t cannot be disposed of w ithout loss. 
E vaporated fruit is so m uch better than 
ordinary dried fruit th a t it brings a much 
higher price, while the dem and is prac­ 
tically unlim ited. 
A fter the m achine is 
paid tor, it costs less to evaporate than to 
ury. Tho follow ing will I e found useful to 
all who use any kind of an evaporator: 
In any process of evaporation th e great 
desideratum is the application of inten o 
heat in the first stage of drying, except in 
the case of grapes and sim ilar fruits, where 
extrem e heat would buist th e skin and 
allow tho mice to flow’ ou t-a.s th e great 
heat will, by affecting the outer surface of 
th e substance, form an im penetrable exter­ 
nal coating, th u s retaining Hie flay or ami 
oilier desirable qualities of the fruit. 
The best arrangem ent, and n deed Hic 
proper one. is to sub act Hie m aterial to a 
continuous current of h o tair, T his current 
can not be m ade hot enough to scorch or 
burn the lru it if it be kept in brisk motion, 
but let it become stagnant for a short tim 
and the product will undoubtedly be ruined 
by the intense heat. 
Raspberries we have found to be very 
profitable, as three < u rts of Hie fresh fruit 
yield one pound of the evaporated, and this 
has a read y sa e a t 37 cents per pound. 
So, in case the m arket pries for fresh ber­ 
ries is down, it is an easy m atter to put 
them in such a shape th a t we can com m and 
better figures. 
Corn, properly evaporated, m akes a dish 
fully equal to th at nut cut from th e cob, at 
a cost of about IG cents per pound. H alf a 
pound is sufficient for a fam i y meal. 
Bum pkins also m ake a good article when 
ev ap o rated -fu lly equal to fresh ones for 
m aking pies. thus extending the pie sea-on 
through the entire > ear. 
Many other fruits ami vegetables, which 
can icadily ho dried, have not yet taken a 
placo in the m arket, or are not know n in 
this condition to commerce. Am ong these 
are dried sw eet potatoes, w hich those who 
have tried them like very m uch. 
W hen 
thus preserved, they are sale lrom frost or 
other contingency, and, although not in 
condition for being baked, are excellent for 
stewing. 
Evaporated peaches and apples are now 
extensively -hipped to E uiopcan ports, and 
ate a great facto 
in our e > po; ting trad . 
Evaporated sw eet corn will also before fang 
rank w ith these as an im portant article of 
export, on account of its superfluity over 
th e canned article. 
Almost any vegetable or fru it can have 
its surplus w ater driven off by proper evap­ 
oration, and, by again restoring th a t w tor 
w hen w’anted for use. ma-.es a highly wel­ 
com e substitute w hen the fru it artic le is 
not to be had.

New vs. Old Hay an d C ram . 
Among other things of general interest re­ 
ported upon by the chem ist of th e New’ 
York E xperim ent Station, are results of 
exam inations m ade to a certain the n u tri­ 
tive values of hay and grain th a t have been 
kept. The result of the exam ination of bay 
w’as G7.3D per cent, of album inoids digested 
in new hay, and 65.10 in hay one year old. 
On finding th at the nutritive value of hay 
was considerably dim inished on long keep­ 
ing, sim ilar exam inations were m ade wiih 
vs beat and w heat bran. 
It was found th at the digestibility of 
w heat and bran also dim inished to a con­ 
siderable ex ten t with h ug keeping, and 
there appeared reasons for believing th at 
the fats at least are less digo-tible in Hie old 
grains than in the lresh grains, especially 
if these have he-n iedured to m eal. 
lh e 
am ounts of lats soluble in either is rem ark­ 
ably cess in pram s 18 m onths old th an in 
those but a short tim e from harvesting and 
freshly ground. T e above appears to ex ­ 
plain tor the decreased value of old hay or 
giain over th a t in the W imer im m ediately 
following its harvesting, a fact long recog­ 
nized by farm ers. 


Rin g s as E vidence of A g e in Trees. 
An agent of the U nited states Forestry 
D epartm ent, R. VV. Furras. who I as given 
m uch study to rings in tim ber as indicating 
the age of trees, has roached th e following 
interesting conclusion; “Concentric or an ­ 
nual rings, which were oime accepted as 
good legal evidence, fail, except " here cli­ 
m ate, soil, tem perature, hum idity and all 
other surroundings ar* regular and well 
balanced. O therw ise they are m ere guess 
work. Tho only region, w ithal my know l­ 
edge, where either rings or m easurem ents 
were reliable indications aie in tin secluded, 
even, and regularly tem pered val leys of the 
southern Pacific coast. 
Annual m easure­ 
m ents of w hite elm, catalpa, soft maple, 
sycam ore, pig hickory, cottonwood, ■ hest 
nut, box elder, honey locust, coffee tree, burr 
aud w hite oak, Huck w alnut, osage, orange, 
w hite pine, red cedar, m ulberry ami yellow 
willow (19 species) m ade in s u t.'eastern 
N ebraska show th a t an ‘annual grow th is 
very irregular, som etim es scarcely 
per­ 
ceptible. and aqaoi unite large.’ and this he 
attrib u tes to the d florence in seasons. As 
trees incre <«:• in age inner r ugs decrease in 
size, 
som etim es 
aim st 
disappearing. 
Dim inished rate in grow th after a certain 
age is a n ile . O flo .tr great beeches in n- 
tioned iii J ondou. t here were three, each 
about 17 feet in git th. whose ag e' were 
respective.y *,o. 102 and 200 years. Mr. 
Furras found 12 rings n a black locust ti 
years old, 21 rings in a shell l ark Ii ckory 
of 12 years, lo rings ilia pig hickory of i; 
years, l l rings in a wild crab apple of G 
years, and only 20 rings in a chestnut oak 
of 24 years. An A m erican chestnut of only 
4 years had 9 rings, wlulo a peach of 8 
years had only 5 rings.” 


Oxen for Increase. 
If farm ers appreciated the value and con­ 
venience of an ox team , there would Le 
m ore of them used. The yoke of cattle, I 
have observed recently, do as m uch plough­ 
ing and harrow ing as a good horse team 
owned by the sam e person, and apparently 
w ith more e .se, for tho horses shrink in 
flesh and the oxen gain, and both trains 
are fed alike. There are no " inffietr es or 
harness to bother with, and no currying to 
do, although it would dom tle-s be belter 
not to neglect the latt r.

one of the m ost convenient im plem ents 
a farm er can have. In draw ing m anure, 
stones, rails, fence posts, grain iii bags, pota­ 
toes and roots, they can be dum ped in a sec­ 
ond where w anted, w hile e e n m an Knows 
the tedious process ol unloading a wagon. 
A cart can be turned w ithin its own circum ­ 
ference w hile one is getting ready to turn a 
wagon about. Oxen can always be, sold for 
w hat they cost, and th a t is more than can 
be said of horses, and when they become 
Hgod they can be fattened and sold for beef. 
No danger of ringbone, spavin, heaves or 
pinkeye. Costing only half as much as 
m uch as horses, they are the only “team ” 
th a t usually can be sold for more than was 
paid for them . If a farm er bas business for 
two team s, one of them should be oxen. 


Is to have dry w eather frcm Ju ly on for a 
tim e, arid th at potatoes planted late have 
been unable to resist the effects, and have 
proved alm ost a tai urn, it is not good policy 
to defer th e planting until too late, but 
rath er plant as soon as tho so l is in suitable 
condition to work. and then plant deep 
enough so th a t there will be sufficient 
m oisture in tho soil to furnish tho am ount 
required by th e crop. lf 'planting is de­ 
ferred til) ,late in -lune. and Hie crop is 
planted at an average depth the natural 
evaporat on going on will deprive tho sam e 
of its required moisten e.

Late Potatoes. 
If there ever was any force in the old 
m axim th a t it w as a good tim e to plant po. 
tatoes i n ’’theold of the moon in June,” it 
is in recent tim es hardly safe to follow. Re­ 
sults Olathe past two years point directly to 
the advantages of early planting. Although 
the potato is a crop th a t requires dry around. 
it is not one th a t can resist the effects of 
drought. It is, in fact, one th at ie quires a 
gpod degree of m oisture for its best devel­ 
opm ent. And since the experience of the 
past few years has shown th a t th e tendency

bundles and shipped. O thers w ait until the 
cutt.ngs sta rt in the spring, and then cut 
and pe d them , Fall cutting seems to he 
m ost popular w hit our farm ers. The busi­ 
ness pa'S fairly w. ll near the cities, but at 
a distance from m arket it is of doubtful 
profit. 
Colonel C urtis explains, in the Albany 
Cultivator, th a t he sows Swedes in diills 
two and a hall feet apart, using one pound 
of seed for an acre. It is well, perhaps, to 
us • more seed and to th in the plants out, as 
soon as they are well up, to one or two 
plants iii a place every IG inches 
'The 
weeds should not be allowed to got a s art. 
The last of .Jane is the best tim e lo put in 
the Swed s in the m ore northern latitudes. 
I bet will then grow larger. For table use. 
it is tim e * nouirh to out In the seed any 
tim e before the m iddle of July. Flat tu r­ 
nips should be sown in July, aud th e 26th 
is the old rule. 
Weed eshes are an excel­ 
lent fertilizer, ami so aie the com m ercial 
m anures, a t the rate of from 2<>(> to GOO 
pounds per a n e , One pound of seed is 
enough for an a,no, if the crop is designed 
to l o harvested and sto < d for w inter use, 
If the turnips are intended for a late pas­ 
to r-. m oie seed m ay fie used. It is well, 
and in fact best, to work ih o turnip land 
long cie ugh before seeding to allow the 
weeds to g ow, and then w ith the last till­ 
ing they will be killed out. 
It would he 
well to roll th turnip land several lim es if 
it is lum py. Colonel C urtis deem s req top 
strap-leaf th e best \ ariety for field cuituie.

pounu on the hoof m ight have been antici­ 
pated, end if tho signs in th e aari ultural 
heavens are to bo interpreted as form erly, 
we m a reasonably look for a boom in the 
price of tho cereals of a corr spending m ag­ 
nitude. hi the past ii has been ail chn ast 
sui a tb ng th a t a bad corn year has followed 
i severe an i protracted drought, and the 
pr sent (June IG) condition of tho corn crop 
in the surplus States is indicative of a par­ 
ted failure. 
For years my garden was the stam ping 
ground for an enorm ous arm y of blade 
nts, and thou h I fought hem in all sorts 
of ways, I c ould not get rid of them till I 
t ied naphtha. I m ade in each ant Ii ll a 
half-dozen holes w .th an iron bar. pushed a 
few pieces of hay or straw to tile bottom, 
poured in the holes and on the ground 
about them tw o quarts of naphtha, ami set 
it on lire. W hen the fire begins to die 
down it is a good plan to throw two inches 
cf earth over the whole a n t hill. I do not 
guess this will clean out an ts—I know it. 
th ere are m any t fags th t will drive ant* 
from their nests, only to turn u p nearly iii 
a few days but this preventive cleans them 
out for g O' I and all, It also m ages your 
ne ghbor's ants hale you so th a t they will 
not set foot on } our ground. 
The w hite rla'sy is a difficult weed to get 
rid of, but we have know n energetic fan n ­ 
ers to com pletely clear th eir farm s of it. by 
m eans of com bined rem edies, although sur­ 
rounded by f inns which were w hite w th 
it. 
Thorough cultivation was employed 
w ith various hot cl crops; H un huck a heat 
to sm other it followed w ith w heat and 
s elling to clover. A c ense crop of clover 
has a strong tendenc y to reduce and de­ 
stroy it. Tile few p u n ts rem aining on the 
above-m entioned lam as were eradicated bv 
hand. Fence corners should be carefully 
at* e lided to. N eglected pastures favor its 
increase. 
In havosting w heat alm ost every one has 
noticed little heaps of straw , uniform ly a 
few ii d ies iii length, and w ondered w hat 
could h a e been tho cause of it. It was the 
work of field mice. The little rodents did it 
to get Hie grain. They gnaw off Hie stalk 
as nigh as they can reach, and it drops 
down endways, Hie surrounding stalks pre­ 
vent it from falling over, and they*ontinue 
the process until the he id is reached. Rab­ 
bits do tim same. 
T heir work m ay he 
know n by tin pieces of straw being longer, 
and they cease operations before the grain 
is fully iii e. 
T his easy way of keeping sw eet corn can 
be readily trie d : W hen the corn is not too 
old cut it from the cob aud put into a stone 
jar w ith one-eighth m easure of salt, or more 
—it cannot bu m ade too salt. Cover aud 
w eight. It, m ust alw ays be, covered with 
brute. B ut a lady found th a t even her cow 
w ouldn't eat coin thus treated. But later 
.she-, learned th a t a 'te r being drained out of 
the brin ii m ust he put at once into plenty 
of boiling w ater, boiled IO m inutes, then 
chained and put into fresh w ater for a snort 
tim e, repeating this the th ird tim e, w hen ii 
is excellent, served w ith butter, pepper and 
m ilk or cream , w ith a spoonful of sugar to 
each quart of corn. Ju st scald this and 
then serve.

sound fruit is apt to rot by com ing in con­ 
tact w ith such. or by the juice flowing over 
the. sound fruit.

“th at a healthy and able-bodied toad of in­ 
dustrious habits wi I get away w ith and di­ 
gest his own we gilt of insects during 24 
hours, 
lf you be of an insecticidal turn of 
m ind, tu rn out by daylight, and w atch the 
toads getting breakfast.

"T he em ancipation 
of 
w om en” 
is a 
phrase unknow n in China, and tho idea has 
no counterpart in the Chinese m ind. Chi­ 
nese women in tim es past were practically 
slaves or w orse; they were allowed little or 
no freedom of will, action 
or opinion. 
Young girls lived in the strictest retirem ent 
in their ff.ther’s house. They were treated 
w ith contem pt by every one. and especially 
th eir own brothers. T hey knew nothing of 
the 
pleasures of childhood 
or 
youth, 
and received 
little 
instruction 
except 
in th e use of the needle. T hen as now 
a young girl of a m arriageable age was 
treated as a piece of m erchandise; she did 
not even know the nam e of her future hus­ 
band before th e cerem ony took place. As a 
wife she wont to live am ong strangers in 
the house of her husband’s parents, where 
she was looked upon alm ost as a servant. 
She could not sit a t the sam e table with 
her husband, or even her own sons, but was 
com pelled to stand bv and serve them . It 
was Hie fashion in the best circles of society 
for the husband to heat lits wife at his 
pleasure. It is not to be wondered a t th a t 
lli-treated women were of ten driven to sui­ 
cide. 
In form er tim es girl-children were som e­ 
tim es killed a t b inh, but this practice was 
not so genera! or so Irequent as liasolten 
been alleged. 'I his crim e w as most common 
am ong the poorer class's. who could not 
afford to firing up (laughters. Bons Jived 
w ith their parents and SUPP rted them , but 
daughters contributed nothing to the sup­ 
port of their parents, aud even ttieir mar- 
riagi' is a source of exp* use. Iii short, the 
son was looked upon as a support and the 
daughter as a burden. Among the Chi nese 
they are \e iv free w iih congratulations and 
good wishes en the birth of a son, but when 
a girl is born they sa y : “W ell, m aidens are 
also necessary.’’ 
So many’ vague ideas prevaT about the 
sm all feet of Chinese wom en th a t I will de­ 
vote a few words on the subject. 
Even the learned m en can fix no certain 
origin ot this custom. The story goes th at 
the Em press T akki (of tho Behang dynasty) 
had club lect, and the em peror com m anded 
the court ladies to iniitaie th eir m istress, it 
was nee ssary to bring about the d* sired ef­ 
fect by artificial means. According to an­ 
other tradition a favorite of an em peror 
was com pelled to have her loot tightly ban 
daged on account of an accident, and the 
court ladies a t once im itated the custom 
ti.us established. 
The feet of Chinese women are m ade 
sm all in a ven* sim ple m anner. The proce-s 
begins at the age of G or ii years. The foot 
is tightly bound, so th a t the c rculation of 
blood ceases, and the toes aro crushed to­ 
gether. The bandaged foot is inserted in a 
short, nanow pointe I shoe, in the heels of 
which a block ot wood is placed, so th a t the 
g id appears to he standing on lier toes. 
Som etim es bandages aie wound around 
over the shoe. 
The foot, of courso, grows 
sinai er. but In consequence of the shrink­ 
ing of the skin, seems round and plump.

are 
not 
worn.

years, being gradually shrivelled 
up. The poor girls often have to undergo 
great pain; som etim es the skin and flesh 
bursts under the terrible 
pressure, and 
occasionally incurable injuries result. It is 
dangerous 
to hasten th e process, 
and 
especially so, " lie n , at the beginning of the 
operations, the girls are beyond the usual 
age. Not infrequently the attem p t is m ade 
w ith fifteen or sixteen-year-old daughters. In 
such cases the process is difficult, for the 
foot has alm ost leached its tull grow th, and 
th e pain is unbearable. 
The soles of the shoes are from three to 
four inches thick. The girl appears, there­ 
fore. to be tailer th an she really is, and 
w a ks w ith an uncertain and affected gait 
This practice of deform ing tho feet pre­ 
vails only am h r the upper classes and those 
th a t affect the m anners and custom s of 
the ir super ors in rank. 
Among the lower 
classes, where the deform ity would unfit a 
girl for n cessarv labor, the feet are allowed 
to grow naturally. This establishes a sort 
of caste sign, The father of a tiny-footod 
m aiden will not perm it her to m arry a m an 
whose m o:hers or sisters have not artifi­ 
cially dim native feet. The w ritten laws of 
the land do not refer to this custom in any 
w ay; it would fie as m uch as f Am erican 
legislate n sh'iu.d deal w ith tig h t lacing. 
The instances ot m arriage, where the 
bride brings h er husband a dot, are not so 
frequent as f"'m erly. 
A lm ost alw ays the 
wooer iii reality buys his wife from her 
father. In addition to this the parents of 
the g rl rece ve from those of her affianced 
m ore or le s s valuable presents of rice, wine 
or silks. 
Children are o 'ten betrothed at a 
very oarly age. Som etim es friends agree 
even bot'ore the birth of ch ild e n th at in 
case they are of different sexes th at on 
leac hing tho proper age they shall he m ar­ 
ried. Such agreem ents are religiously re­ 
garded. 
In general betrothal negotiations are con­ 
ducted bv a third person not belonging to 
either of the fam ilies concerned. The same 
cuvtom is found am ong the Jew s in Hie 
m any G erm an cities. 
T he m atrim onial 
agent takes a card to the fam ily of the in­ 
tended bride, giving the nam e and age of 
the young m an. 
lf w illing to consider the 
im plied proposal, the m aiden’s fath er sends 
back a sim ilar card w ith the nam e and age 
of Hie gill u n it. T hen the negotiations 
begin in earnest, and aro prolonged over 
tn roe days u su a lly ; m atters are conducted 
w ith great cerem ony. If the affair is for­ 
m al!' agreed noon the actual betrothal fol­ 
lows. This is as binding as m arriage itself. 
The day before the w edding the m aiden 
clothes her e f as a bride and exhibits lier 
trousseau before her fem ale friends and rel­ 
atives 
Persons in m ourning are sh u to u t 
from tb s cerem ony. 
W hen the 
m arriage day arrives the 
young m an clothes him self as elegantly as 
Ins m eans will perm it 
The fam ily assem ­ 
ble with him around the household altar. 
Ha kneels down and throw s him self upon 
the earih 
Spices are burned beior the an- 
t astral tablets. Toe m arriage is form ally 
announced to those present. The m aster of 
cor monies * onducts the father to a special 
seat of honor, and h an d sa goblet of w ine to 
the bridegroom. The young m an bows him ­ 
self four tim es lie loro his father, pours out 
a few drops of Hie wine on the floor as a 
libation and drinks the rem ainder. Then 
the father xays: "Go, my son. bring thy 
wife, mid in all things conduct thyself 
wisely and prudently. r Tho son throw s 
him self tour tim es on the ground, says he 
will obey and m ounts a stool by the door. 
Fr.ends and acquaintances m arch by him 
w ith lighted lanterns, a relic of th e tim e 
w hen all m arriages 
were celebrated at 
night. Tile procession then proceeds to Hie 
house of Hie bride, w here the groom aw aits 
h er at the gate. 
On lier part the m aiden rises early on her 
w ending m orning, I athes w hile a band of 
m usicians outside discourse alleged music, 
clothes herself, breakfasts on food sent her 
by lier intended parents- n-law. She only 
takes a few bites, however, as it is con­ 
sidered a good omen for her to eat abstem i­ 
ously. 
Before she takes her place in the 
sedan chair, it is her duty, in com pany w ith 
her m other, to weep copiously. This part 
of the cerem ony is frequently observed 
even in more civilized lands. As soon as 
the women have seated them selves in 
tile 
p lan q u n 
a 
strange 
sight 
takes 
Place. 
A m em ber of tho fam ily takes a 
bcd coverlet and holds it up w ith two cor­ 
ners folded in eacii hand. A nother throws 
into the air four hard cakes (which the 
hridegiooin has sent for the purpose) so 
th a t they fall into Hie coverlet; during this 
cerem ony th e biido m urm urs good wishes 
for the future 
The procession, including 
both br de and bridegroom and their a t­ 
tendants, then moves off, accom panied by 
m usic and fireworks. Rod-capped servants 
carry along the articles ot fu rnituie to lie 
taken from her home for tho use of tho 
bride. 
It is an unw ritten law th a t evei y one. poor 
and rich alike, m ust rem ain standing w hile 
a wedding procession passes, as it was re­ 
cently the universal custom in Italy to re­ 
move one’s h a t as a funeral w ent by. Iii 
(jhina even a m andarin m ust observe this 
custom, and if he m eets the poorest wed­ 
ding train, even though he be on hoiseback, 
it is irs duty lo dism ount and show this 
bono to the young couple. 
W hen they a lin e a t the house of the 
bride groom tile young m an alig n tsan d in­ 
vites Hie bride to follow him and leads lier 
into the inner court of the house, w here 
the banquet is laid. H ere the m aid re­ 
moves i or veil, th e couple greet each other 
and " ash their I ands, he on Hie north and 
she on the south s de of the court. She 
m ake four courtesies to him and he two 
to her, and then they sit down on op­ 
posite sides of the table. The m an stands 
up and invites t" e m aiden to dr nk w ith 
him and sits dow n; then s ie rises, invites 
him to drink w ith her and takes her seat. 
They then drink, fir t out of separate cups 
and after" aids fivm the s tine glass. Mean­ 
w hile in one room of the Ie use ti e f flier j 
of the young m an dines w th his friends. I 
and iii another tile m other w ith tho f< male j 
guests. The, com pany rem ains a flay and a j 
night. D uring tho whole tim e candles are I 
kept burning in the bridal cham ber, and it 
is an ill om en if any of these are ex tin ­ 
guished. foreshadowing ti e early death of 
the bride or bridegroom. On th e following 
day the pair go into the second court of the 
house, where they are received by the pa­ 
rents of the groom. The couple greet them. 


throw ing them selves upon th e ground. The 
young m an then w ithdraw s, and th e wife 
m akes all sorts of little presents to her 
husband’s parents. D uring th e n ex t few 
dave the wife calls u p o d a il her husband’s 
relatives, a n d b * p a v s the s a m e courtesy 
to hers. 
W ith this tho cerem onies are a t 
an end. 
, , 
, A 
Among strange custom s and laws th a t 
concern m arriage in C hina m ay be m en­ 
tioned th e regulation th at persons bearing 
the sam e nam e are not allowed to m arry 
So it comes th at the children of tw o broth­ 
ers cannot, w hile it is perfectly perm issible 
for the children of tw o sisters or of a 
brother and sister to m arry if so inclined 
It is considered dishonorable for a m an to 
m arry a widow. This only happens am ong 
the very poor classes; w ith men, because it 
costs less to m arry a widow th an a m aiden; 
with the women in order to receive a per­ 
m anent m eans of support. 
A widow is 
spoken of us th e "bearer of th e w hite hem , 
as a while-edged garm ent is the sign of 
m ourning. The usual color w orn by a wife 
during the life of her husband is red. 
The 
period of m ourning is 27 m onths for a 
widow and nine m onths for a widower. 
Widows often live w ith tile r husband s 
parents after his death, esiecially if they 
are well-to-do. 
It often happens th a t they 
com m it suicide. 
In such cases th e cause is 
usually not grief for the dead husband, but 
fear of w ant in the future. 
The m ost ap­ 
proved m ethod of self-destruction is h an g ­ 
ing. T his act frequently takes place in pub­ 
lic, and even in the presence of officials. 
T rium phal arches are som etim es erected to 
these "heroic widows.” 
If a bridegroom dies before th e wedding, 
tho m aiden is at liberty to be again be­ 
trothed. in case she does not prefer suicide. 
It is not easy, however, for th e girl to find 
another wooer, far the death of tho first is 
considered ominous. 
It happens, som e­ 
tim es, though rarely, tlvat after th ed eath of 
her betrothed the girl lives at the hom e of 
his parents, the sam e as if she were actually 
his widow. 
lf the br.de dies before th e inariiage, it is 
th e young m an ’s duty, if he does not wish 
to incur the enm ity of her parents, to do 
honor to th e shoes last worn by bis be­ 
trothed, and from tim e to tim e bnrnincep-e 
before them . This ho m ust do for a period 
of one or tw o years. 
In the greater ] art of C hina (except, per­ 
haps, the province of Ctiautung) polygam y 
prevails. A Chinam an is prac tically Hee 
to tak e as m any wives as lie can support. 
One cause of this practice is the desire in 
the h eart of every native to raise up a 
large fain ly to be a support in Ids old age 
and to do him honor a tter he is dead. An­ 
other canso of the prevalence of polygamy 
ll s in the fact th at t o tirst wife is chosen 
for a m an by his parents aud the result is 
often s) unsatisfactory to him th at 
he 
gladly em braces the opportun.ty to choose 
a second lor him elf 
Usually the first wife is of a higher class 
than tho others, end exercises a natural 
suprem acy over them . Indeed, so long as 
second and third wives have no children 
they are little bettor than slaves n the 
house; as a rule they are not perm itted to 
sit down in the presence of th e first wife, 
Ocoasiona ly, however, the positions are re­ 
versed w hen a second wife ingratiates her­ 
self into the ailectfans of a common hus­ 
band. hut she cannot claim ti s title, w hich 
belongs to the first W’fe. 
W hen a second 
or third wife " h o is ch ild !'ss is sick unto 
death she is taken to another house, and 
not suffered to die in the house of her hus­ 
band. 
The secondary wives aro frequently cour­ 
tesans, whom the m an has encountered in 
pu"lic houses. They are. however, often 
m aidens of good birth, who in troubled 
tim es have been abducted and sold to the 
proprietors. 
In tho case of a second or th ird m arriage 
the cerem onies are sim ple. At the coticlu- 
s on the newly m airied w om an is presented 
to the first wife, whom she prom ises to re­ 
spect and obey.

If a car 
horse falls on Broadway bankers, mere hants 
and piofessi' nal nu ii will drop all thoughts 
of business and hurry to the place aud stand 
gaping until the alum ni gains its footing 
and Hie car jogs on. lf a danger sign ie 
placed on Hie sidew alk in front of the build­ 
ing and tackle arrang al at one of tho win­ 
dows a crowd will form im m ediately, and 
there will he more m en of prom inence th an 
street urchins in it. 
I im ' e seen ex-G overnar George H oadty 
of Ohio and Austin Corbin, president of tho 
Reading re ad. w’atchm g w ith th eir jaw s re­ 
laxed Hie sim ple card m anipulations of a 
fakir who was trying to a ttract possible 
purchasers ’ of som ething new iii tooth- 
powder, only five cents a box.” and on an ­

B ut in the 
m eanw hile Hie bystanders should not be 
idle, lf the individual is unconscious and 
has a hot, dry skin, the clothing about the 
upper p art of the body should be opened 
and cold w ater poured over him . 
If the 
water is poured upon the head from the 
height of several feet the effect is greater. 
So long as the heat of the skin seems 
excessive the cold effusion should be 


continued. 
Convulsions 
do 
not 
con- 
tra-indica e this treatm ent. W hen th e tem ­ 
perature of tile body bas become reduced in 
this way, and the unconsciousness still con­ 
tinues, bot m ustard pou tices should be ap­ 
plied to the abdom en and limbs, 'th is uiav 
be done at first in ihose cases in which tho 
skin is cold aud moist and there seems to be 
a tendency to collapse. If the p atien t can 
swallow strong hot coffee or tea it may bo 
given in sm all quantities, tak in g care not 
to overburden the stom ach and cause vom­ 
iting. W hiskey or brandy should be given 
w ith gr at cantion. In extrem e cases of 
depression a tablespoonful of whiskey, with 
a teaspoonful of arom atic spirits of am m o­ 
nia. may bo tho one thing needed to save 
)if<\ h u t the judgm ent required in deciding 
w hen it shall be given is seldom found.

A nd H ow to U®e I t to O btain a Soft® 
V elvet Sw ard. 
[ Harrisburg Call.] 
The law n m ower is a great institution in 
m any ways. 
In one respect, like m any 
other m odern inventions, it is a valuable 
device when properly used. U nfortunately 
it is generally operated w ithout any other 
idea or purpose than to keep the grass cut 
short. This it is expected will m ake a soft, 
velvet sw ard ; hut it doesn’t, unless th e 
law n can be deluged w ith w ater, which is 
not often th e ease. 
It should be hom e in m ind bv all persons 
desiring to have a rich, full, soft and thickly 
set sw ard, th a t if the roots are exposed to 
th e sun thev will he burned, and if not p ar­ 
tially destroyed, produce a thin. str, g glfag 
crop. In order to avoid this th e roots should 
never be exposed, but sheltered bv the 
young grass they produc e. The lawn mower 
shou.d not bo used until th e glass has at­ 
tained a length of at least four inches, th en 
it should not ho cu t more th an two inches 
in well set grass, leaving at least two 
niches to protect the roots. 
This applies only to properly graded law ns 
and a lu x u rian t growth. 
If the soil is poor 
and th e sw ard new, a longer grow th should 
be kept cultivated, 
A beautiful, w ell-kept 
law n requires intelligent treatm en t to be­ 
come an ornam ental adjunct to tho fam ily 
residence.

princi­ 
pal interest as to seem the only one;

system of apl ointm ent, latt er than any­ 
thing inherent in the nature of a "m achine,” 
and th a t thorough civil .-ervice reform 
would on 'y bring into greater prom inence 
the less degrading motives which are still 
largely in abeyance. 
Call it by w hat nam e we will, a "m a­ 
chine” of some sort is inseparable from 
dem ocratic governm ent; and civil service 
reform would purify rath er than abolish it.

T his is going to he a good yoar for the in­ 
dependent voter. 
Not for the m ugw um ps m erely, but for 
those truly independent voters who call 
them selves Republicans or Dem ocrats, as 
the case m ay be, but who believe that prin­ 
ciple is greater th an party, is this year a 
year of prom ise and of opportunity.

W ould he be benefited if com m unication 
w ith the South should be m ade difficult, 
and these early vegetables should become 
unattainable luxuries? 
Owing to im provem ents in m ethods and 
m achinery, thero has been a great cheap­ 
ening of newspapers in recent years. Is the 
reader of a paper Uke T h e G l o b e "cheap 
eued” because he now gets 04 colum ns for 
two cents where he used to pay six cents 
for 24 colum ns of inferior m atter? 
G eneral H a r r is o n ’s idea th at a cheap­ 
ened coat m eans a cheapened m an in the 
coat is weakly, unw orthy the chosen leader 
of a great party. If coats can be cheapened 
in price by merely rem oving the war taxes 
from their raw m aterial, so much the better 
for American labor and American manhood.

W hile oleom argarine, butterine, serine 
and th e other im itations of butter can be 
m ade and sold cheaper than the genuine 
article, there will always be people who 
will buy them and use them . The real 
value of an article does not depend upon 
w hat it costs, but the uses to which it can 
be applied. If oleom argarine sells for five 
cents a pound less than butter and 
equally good, th e average consum er will 
b u y oleom argarine every tim e. The stamp 
act placed upon im itations of butter did not 
"stam p them out,” and will not unless they 
are taxed so high as to m ake them as ex 
pensive as butter. 
In spite of this th ere is no reason why 
articles should not be sold under their 
rig h t nam e. It is generally conceded m at 
oleom argarine is a harm less compound. If 
so, let it be retailed as such, and let the 
people know w hat they are buying. Those 
who w ant it can buy it as usual, while those 
who w ant butter can have the genuine 
article. For this reason th e laws concern 
ing the m aking and sale of im itations were 
passed. Not only are such laws in force in 
the U nited States, h u t in nearly every 
civilized country on earth. Even in France 
w inch is said to be "th e nation of im pure 
foods.” there are strict laws about th e sale 
of butler. The F rench law is even m ore ex 
act us 
than 
th a t 
of 
M assachusetts, 
as the follow ing ex tract from a recent act 
w ll show : 
"P u re butter, m ixed butter, 
m argarine, oleom argarine aud grease in­ 
tended for consum ption, forw arded in tran ­ 
sit. m ust be contained in closed packages.

It is Miss Bird. I belev e, who is respon­ 
sible for the statem ent th a t som ewhere in 
the interior of Japan they serve a very 
light and delicate s o u p which consists of 
hot irater flavored w th salt only. 
The recipe for this soup would have the 
m erit of sim plicity and inexpensiveness, 
and could be prepared w ith vory little 
trouble to th e housekeeper, even in hot 
weather, bu t we cannot cordially recom ­ 
mend it, save to dyspeptics. 
Thero are 
many others, however, w hich can be in­ 
dorsed, and directions for some of these are 
given below. 
Many housekeepers om it soup from the 
Summerhill cf fare, but this is a m istake. 
It is. of course, difficult to keep s o u p stock 
in bot w eather, as hot soups m ade from a 
meat stock are not espec ally palatable in 
I the Wiirm season, especial.y if there be a 
suspicion of grease about them . But these 
are w inter soups. 
Sum m er soups form a 
cia s by them selves, aud ate altogether dif­ 
ferent in th eir nato e. To this c ass belong 
most of the put els, bisques and cream sc r ip s, 
which are at once so del c ate and delicious. 
There is an endless variety in these soups; 
they ar ■ alm ost as easily m ade as the Japan­ 
ese broth described a lo e-. They need no 
stock, anil th; y abord un opportunity for 
that m a ring ot "som ething out of nothing.” 
in which every true housekeeper delights 
> m uch. 
Suppose for instance you have 
A Few Green Peas 
left from dinner today, 
T here are not 
enough to serve as a vegetable a t dinner 
again, because they “w ouldn’t go round.” 
and you know how it is: if you are ever 
tem pted lo put a sm all portion of anything 
ou the table, in a m om ent of econom ical 
weals ness. why, th at is the meal of all others 
when Lem uel brings some one homo to dine 
aud everybody twin un unusual appetite. 
You look at them doubtfully, but don’t 
give them to the eat or throw them away. 
Ju st set them into tho refrigerator, where 
they will keep nice aud cool W ith o u t sour­ 
ing or drying up, aud next day m ake a de- 
lic ous soup from thorn in this way; 
To one pint of tho peas add a pint of hot 
water, and let the p *as got bested through 
to soften them . Then m ash them iii t Ii is 
water, ami m b them thiough a flue strainer 
or “h air” sieve. Eve y b t of the pulp m ust 
bo squeezed through and only the h u rt 
hulls left behind. P ut on to cook again. 
Melt a tablespoonful of butter in a little 
saucepan, and w hen it bub les add a tab le­ 
spoonful of t our; cook them together, ta k ­ 
ing care not to brown the m ixture. Stir 
tins into 
the boiling soup, and season 
with a little salt, a half teaspoonful of su­ 
gar, anil pepper. Acid ut last a h a lt-pint or 
cupful of m ilk which has been heating 
m eanwhile, and you will have a delicious 
soup. Serve oyster clackers or "croutons” 
with it. This is a good way to use peas 
which have become a little too old and 
hard to serve in the ordinary way. 
The regular pea soup is nice for sum m er 
also. Mrs. Lincoln’s rule for the sim plest 
form is to wasli a cup of dried peas, whole 
or split, soak o\ cr night or for severa! 
hours, and boil in th ree pints of w ater till 
the peas are very sott. adding more w ater 
as it boils away, and keeping about tlnee 
pints in the kettle. Rub through a strain r 
and r u t on to boil again; aud w ater, nu k, 
cream (or stock in w inter) to m ake it of the 
proper ci nsistencv (a ihick puree), thicken 
w ith a tablesp onful of flour, cooked in rite 
samo quantity cf bulter as above, season 
with s ilt a id pepper, and serve w ith fried 
dice of b ead. 
II a pea soup is not thickened in this way 
it will separate as it cools, whereas it should 
be sm ooth and cream y in consistency. 
This can be caried in m any ways; bv 
adding a half can of tom atoes before strain ­ 
ing or a sm all onion cut fine and fried in a 
little batter, or a le m n an to f m oat or bone. 
But it is good in anv way. 
Then there are the 
Ucon Soups, 
w hich are generally m ade like th e pea 
soups described above, w ithout the ra 'lk or 
cream , and are quite as good. Some m ake 
bean bro1 Ii,” in w hich the beans are left 
whole, but this is not so good a way as to 
m ake a regular puree, for tho hulls alo hard 
and contain no nutrim ent. 
A black lie u t soup is m ade very nice bv 
cooking a sm all on on in it. and when tho 
puree is cb ne pour t over a lem on and two 
hard-boiled eggs w hich have been cut in 
slices and placed in the soup tureen. 
Some add tom toes, e r a little salt pork 
or rem nants of bonos and m eat, as in the 
ca-e of pea soup. 
The O ther Mother, who has an econom ­ 
ical turn of m ind, had rn inspiration the 
other day to m ake a bean soup out of a few 
baked beans which were le t from th e Sun- 
lay m orn ng breakfast 
It was a vet y mc® 
loup, and she felts re she bad m ad o ag ro at 
lisco v e y aud invented a m w cli sit. but on 
tu rn in g to Mrs. Lincoln, “ the wom an we 
cook by,” it was found th a t she bad m ade 
this soup long ago and had pronounced it 
good. 
M any people avo fond of 
Potato Soup. 
For this use three potatoes boiled soft in 
salted w ater or a pint (two cupfuls) of 
m ashed potato left from dinner. Cook a 
sm all onion and a stalk of celery w ith a 
pin t of m ilk in a double boiler, add to the 
potatoes w ith salt and pepper, celery salt 
and a pinch of cayenne pepper, rub through 
the s tra ite r and put < n to boil. T hicken 
w ith half a tablesp onful of fl ur cooked in 
a tablespoonful of but et, and let it boil five 
m inutes adding m ore hot m ilk if too thick, 
anil serving very hot. 
An ornam ental effect and an agreeable 
flavor to m any is gained by adding a table­ 
spoonful of finely chopped parsley just be­ 
fore serv ng. 
T here are 
Many Forms of Tomato Soup, 
but one of the nicest is m ade bv putting a 
q u art can of tom atoes, a pint of w a e r .a 
tablespoonful of sugar, a teaspoonful of 
salt, four cloves and a saltspoonful of w hite 
popper on to boil in a porcelain or granite­ 
ware saucepan. (Don’t use tin or m etal for 
tom atoes.) P u t a tablespoonful of butter in 
a sm all saucepan and w hen it bubbles nut 
in a tablespoonful chopped onion another 
of paisley, and fry five m inutes, taking care 
not to burn it,. Add the < ornstarch. stir all 
into the soup, rub t rough a strainer, add 
m ore seasoning if necessary, and serve w ith 
plain 
boiled 
rice, croutons or toast d 
crackers. 
A delicious mock bisque soup is m ade by 
stew ing bali a can (one pint; of tom ato un­ 
til soft enough to st rn'n easily ; boil a quart 
of m ilk in a dom ie boiler, cook a tablo­ 
id oonriil of butter and cornstarch together, 
aud to the m ilk w ith the rem ainder of 
third of a cup of bu tter; add salt aud pep­ 
per; if the tom atoes ate very acid, add half 
a sa ltsp onfttl of soda before straining and 
acid all to the m ilk. Serve quickly and very 
hot. 
A cream of cauliflow er soup is also very 
nice. A smit I rem nant of tho vegetable 
which is lo!t from th e dinner may be used. 
Mash, rub through a sieve, add to hot m ilk, 
thicken w ith hatter and flour cooked to­ 
gether. and season w ith salt aud pepper. 
Green Corn Stoup 
is one of the m ost delicious of vegetable 
soups for sum m er. 
Scrape or cut the tflin- 
est possible shaving from each row of com 
on th e cob. and w ith th e back of th e knife 
p re s s out the pulp. leaving the hull on the 
cob. T here should be about a pint of this 
pulp. Break the cobs and put on to boil in 
enough cold w ater to cover them , boil 30 
m inutes aud strain. There should be about 
a pint of this corn water, and when it bobs 
again add the corn pulp, and cook 15 min- 
ires. Add salt i epper, a half teaspoonful 
sugar and a pint of boiling m ilk or cream . 
T hicken with a <easpo mf til of flour cooked 
in a tablespoonful of butter. Boil a m inute 
or 'w o anil serve at once. 
T here are m any 
Good Flab Soups 
to be m ade of salm on, cod, halibut, lobster 
oysters or clam s. They are m ostly purees 
or cream s, and th e housekeeper eau easily 
construct them on Hie general principles 
laid down above. 
For exam ple, to m ake a puree of salm on 
rem ove oil. b ines and skin fioni h alf a can 
of salm on, or take an e m al am ount ot c i d 
boiled fish. Chop very fine. Boil a q u art of 
m ilk :ii which is a slice of onion; rem ove 
th e onion and Bricken (he m ilk w ith flour 
cooked in butter. Add salt aud pepper 
then the salmon, and when the latter is 
heated through it is ready to uerve. 
T he above w ith an occasional clam or 
fish chow der m akes a variety w hich will 
las: a1 th r ugli th e rum m er season, until 
w ith th e ad out of cold w eather we can 
have tlie soup-stock pot bubbling again 
w ith its results in the shape of bouillons 
and rich broths.

CITIZENS BY^ ADOPTION. 


The N aturalization Process Fully E x­ 
plained—How Congress Early Made 
Provision for Adm ittance to Citizen­ 


ship. 
The subject of naturalizing citizens of 
other countries received early attention 
from the founders of the governm ent of 
the U nited States. It was provided in the 
clause of I he C onstitution defining the 
powers of Congress th a t it should have 
power * to establish an uniform rule of 
naturalization," a n i 
acting under th at 
clause Congress I as at various tim es passed 
such acts, tim principal ones boing Jan. 20, 
1705, and April 14, 1802. The Revised

tificato of discharge and good conduct dur­ 
ing th a t tim e, and th e certificate of his 
declaration of intention to become a oilizcn, 
be adm itted. 
T he foregoing is th e substance of the 
statutes relating to naturalization. And it 
therefore follows th a t 
The Follow ing Answer* 
m ust be given to letters received on this 
subject: 
1. A wom an born in a foreign country 
who m arries a citizen, either native or nat 
uralized, of this country, by the act of m ar 
triage becomes a citizen of this country, and 
after being assessed can vote lor school 
com m ittee. A m arried wom an bom in a 
foreign country m ay bo naturalized. 
2. A person who cam e to this country in 
1880, at the age of 14, and who would come 
of age in 1887, could not become a citizen 
of theU nited States so as to vote this fall. It 
si em s to be plain th at he m ust reside in the 
U nited States for tw o years after com ing of 
age. 
3. A person who cam e to this country in 
ISSI, and m ade his declaration of intention 
of becom ing a citizen in 1884, and has re­ 
sided in this State for over a year. can be 
adm itted to citizenship so as to vote this 
fall, on application to any of the courts of 
this State w ithin w hose jurisdiction he re­ 
sides. 
4. Minor sons of a naturalized citizen, if 
residing here when tho parent was n atural­ 
ized, are citizens when com ing of age, w ith­ 
out any fu rth er proceedings. The m ere 
fact of serving in tho civil w ar does not en- 
t tie a person to rights of citizenship. They 
m ust fie natural zed. hut they are exem pt 
from m aking the prim ary declaration. 
5. A young m an who comes to this coun­ 
try at age of

igno­ 
rance of th e Jaw is induced by politicians 
in a W estern S tate to declare his intention 
of becom ing a citizen before he arrives of 
age, can now. having resided in th e United 
States more than five years, be adm itted to 
citizenship on m aking the declaration as 
above, provided ho has resided in this S tate 
one year. 
By acts of Congress naturalized citizens 
are entitled to th e sam e protection at hom e 
and abroad as native-horn c tiz.ens, and the 
president and < tiler officers of the govern 
m ent are instructed to use all m eans short 
of acts of w ar to protect them from the 
acts of o 'h er governm ents who claim to 
still lurid them as citizens. 
In this State C ircuit and D istrict Courts 
of the U n it'd States, th e Suprem e, Supe 
Hor. Police, D istrict and M unicipal Courts 
or those < f them th a t have clerks can re 
ceive applications for adm ission to citizen 
ship; tw o witnesses m ust accom pany the 
applicant.

hour w orking day. 
T hat our A m erican w orkm en shall have 
tho full benefits of a protective tariff, all 
countries have been ransat k cl the world 
over for cheap labor. Poland, Italy. Ger­ 
m any, Russia, india, South Am erica, China, 
and these protectionists are now using all 
the convict labor they can get, and they 
have sent agents down into “hades” to ne­ 
gotiate w ith tho devil for ids surplus labor. 
so th a t they can cive better "protection” to 
our Am erican lab o rers.-[Dayton W orkm an. 
T here are upw ards of 
48,000 persons 
im ployed ii tho carpet industry and the 
wages at e low as a rule. Tile owners of the 
carpet factories w ithout an exception are in 
favor of piotection. and in spite of protec­ 
tion bore, the wages of tho W aco earner are 
not m uch better than they are in England, 
Of c arse some figure rn Ute presidents and 
m anager’s salaries n order th a t a "h ig h ” 
average m ay be struck off in order th a t 
some m ay be o nvineed th a t we are better 
off w ith proto: tion (?). 
One of the labor papers, speaking of the 
decision in th e case of John E. Gill aud 
others, says: "W h a.ever rn iv be th eir fate 
on a trial of th e facts before a petit jury,

Do 
these nidges understand th a t they are tho 
ones who are creating a contem pt for law 
by their asinine decisions?” 
A distinct advance has been m ade in the 
organi ation of th e fisherm en of the west of 
Scotland. 
A society has been 
form ed, 
culled tile Argyle and Bute Fishery Associa- 
t on, the rules of which have been unani­ 
mously agreed to by th e fisherm en 
of 
Cam pbelltow n. T arbert, Ardrishaig, Loch­ 
gilphead, Carradale, Arrau. etc. They have 
appointed J. Logan, fish m arket, Glasgow', 
to Vie their salesm an there, and operations 
have already begun. The fish buyers who 
used to come about Lochfyne and the sound 
of Kilbi anon. will now find their occupation 
gone, for tho fisherm en have determ ined to 
stand shoulder to shoulder in this m atter, 
and will have nothing to do w ith these h ar­ 
pies. 
Speaking 
about the im prisonm ent of 
labor men, the W orkm en’s Advocate depre- 
ca es paying heavy aw yer's fees, and says: 
"L et tho funds collected ho used to pay the 
unfortunate his wages during his incarcer­ 
ation, thereby robbing th e prison of m uch 
of its terrors, for where one lias funds, even 
im prisonm ent m av h * rends ed tolerable, 
and as tho e arr - ted for our cause are usu­ 
ally the brightest and m ost highly respected 
am ong our nu umbers, im prisonm ent forsuch 
causes will soon become fiigsdy respectable 
as in Hic late civil w ar citi ens were seized 
and at bitrurily confined n fortsandbnstil.es 
for opinion’s sake until it became em incn ly 
re -recta hie, and m en re erred w ith pride 
to the tim e w hen t hey were ,-o in a recrated. 
Every com m ercial and industrial interest 
is represented by boards and commissions, 
whose opinions an i recom m endations are 
care u ly considered by our legislators. 
The hanking interest, the insurance in ­ 
terest, the m anufacturing inter st, the rail­ 
road interest and a I M onetary interests are 
so represented. 
Labor alo n e-lab o r, the

Ably Set Forth by Morse of 
Massachusetts. 


Experience Drawn from the Mannfac- 


turer’s Standpoint. 


Points of Public Interest Clearly and 


Forcibly Stated. 


W a s h i n g t o n . J u ly 12.-L eopold Morse 
m a d e a speech today on the wool question, 
w hich attracted more attention than any 
recently delivered rn the tariff debate. Ho 
w as given half an hour by unanim ous con­ 
sent, and he told so 
m any interesting 
tru th s th a t his tim e was extended indefi­ 
nitely and h e kept on for half a n hour 
more. 
M embers of both parties gathered around 
him and listened w ith the closest attention. 
He was several tim es interrupted by bum p­ 
tious Republican members, but he peppered 
them w ith such hard facts, they were glad 
to run to cover. 
Mr. Morse’s speech differed from most of 
those h itherto m ade in th a t it was the 
speech of a practical business m an, instead 
of th a t of a law yer and i oliticiau. 
Mr. Russell of M assachusetts was am ong 
Hie m ost enthusiastic of tile m any who con­ 
gratulated bim w hen ho had finished, Mr. 
Russell told Mr. Morse th a t lie presented 
views of the m atter w hich had not been 
presented before on the floor and which 
could not fail to have w eight w ith tho 
country. 
" It is a good speech, a capital speech,’’ 
w arm ly exclaim ed Mr. Russell. 


F a l l T e x t of M r . M o r s e ’. S p e e c h 
is as follows: 
It seem s to mo th a t since th e election of 
Mr. Cleveland to th e presidency the Repub­ 
lican party in this House has tdaced itself 
in a m ost illogical position en the tariff 
question. It has adm itted in the tariff com­ 
m ission report and in various ways that 
some revision of th e tariff, so as to reduce 
unnecessary taxation aud prevent the still 
further grow th of the surplus, was called 
for. Y et they have refused to m ake any re­ 
vision them selves, or to consent to any re­ 
visit n to be m ade t>y anybody else which 
le ks to the reduction 
of duties con­ 
fessedly too large, and not required for any 
legitim ate governm ental pu pose. 
At the present tim e th e policy of th e Re­ 
publican party seems to I e to create a ft cl­ 
ing of general dissatisfaction in congress 
aud throughout the country, apparently 
w ithout reg rd to results, and whicrt can 
lead to no possible good.

I am 
Pablo to m isconstruction, b u t I am not 
deterred from th at fact from doing w hat I 
believe to be my duty. At tho risk, there 
lore, of being called a free trader, whit Ii I 
certainly am not: and of being called an 
enem y of A m erican labor, w hich would be 
untrue and w ithout a shadow'of foundation, 
I will venture to express my view.-; on the 
pen d in p ro p o sitio n reported from the com­ 
m ittee of ways and m eans, for the revision 
of the tariff. 
A fter alluding to the dang* is to th e busi­ 
ness interests of the country, caused by the 
constant accum ulation of m oney in tho 
treasu ry , caused by ex essive taxation, Mr.

O ur wool 
wilt bo used for the purpo e to which it is 
adapted, but it does not begin to supply 
either in extent or duality the wool winch 
our im provem ent aud advance iii tile m an­ 
ufacture of woollen goods require to com­ 
pete w ith the liner quality of woollen goods 
im ported f rom abroad. 
I know th a t every m anufacturer believes 
as I do. th a t it would be in toe interest of 
every woollen m anufacturer to have I t ee 
tv, ol. The only fear threatened by tile 
opponents of the m easure, seem s to be th at 
which may loliow, not by the passage of 
this bill, but a t some 
future tim e the 
D em ocrats intend to m ake woollens free as 
w ell as wool. 
Mr. Morse slid th a t as tho Republicans 
claim ed 
they 
would 
control tho next 
House, they should not worry about w hat 
would be done in iho future, besides which 
tho Dem ocrats had never contem plated free 
woollens. 
Continuing, ho said: I bel eve tho intro­ 
duction of free wool will enable us to sup­ 
ply a t least 25 per cent, more of the woollen 
goods we consum e than we ever did before. 
It accom plishes, therefore, the very pur­ 
pose we have in view, becam e it has the 
double effect of re clueing tho revenue, 
which we do not need for any legitim ate 
purpose, and it im proves and , x te n .lsa tth e 
6ame tim e the fineness aud quality of our 
woollen goods and enlarges the 
U em and for th e H om e P ro d u ct, 
Considered in every point of view, the 
free im portation of wool, w here we can get 
it best and cheapest, will have the effect to 
benefit aud not to injure either our home 
productions or our hom e m arket. 
It is certainly trite th at our m anufacture 
oi woollen goods is im proving in quality, 
finish and style, and w ith proper facilities 
furnished to it of the raw m aterial it 
requires, a t tho cliea; ost rates, we m ust 
necessarily assist and not retard its grow th 
and every souse of .mstn e of w hat is lig h t 
would prom pt us in this reasonable and .lust 
mode to help our woollen m anufacturers 
in this com petition to supply our Ii me 
m arket w ith a be tor cloj-s ol goods, which. 
as all know, is supplied to a very large 
extent by im portation. 
bo far Mr. Morse had read his set speech, 
but the Republicans pursued their old tac­ 
tics, 
and 
seeing th at he was m aking 
a sledgeham m er speech, w ith fact, and 
argum ents of an unansw erable kind, tried 
to divert his attention by asking all m anner 
of questions, and Mr. M illiken appeared in 
his usual re e of chief questioner.

"I claim th at none of the wool which we 
im port today,” answered Mr. M orse, “con­ 
flicts directly with the An erican wool, be­ 
cause it is of different tibro aud different 
quality: and, if we can get w ol from 
abroad free, I believe th a t by Hie m ixture 
of foreign wool w ith Am erican win I, ena­ 
bling us to m anufacture more w ol leu 
goads, we shall naturally use more of our 
A m erican wool.” 
Mr. A rn o ld -Do you not believe th at 
w hen wool is im ported free, we shall soo> 
be receiving the woollen goods from abroad 
free?

Mr. Morse—I do not th in k th a t is a fair 
question. We raise revenue by a tariff 
largely on the textile fabrics; th a t is our 
policy. We m ake wool free as a raw m ate 
rial, and we bedew in tile interest of m anu­ 
facturers and wool growers both. D is not 
to be expected th at we will at any tim e re­ 
fuse a reasonable piotection to labor em- 
ployed in m anufacturing. 
. 
Mr. W ilkins ol Ohio asked w hat kinds of 
wool would have to be im ported and w hat 
Class of goods would be made. 
Ha iS%rt© said th at the suit he then wore 


was an exam ple of cloth m ade of mixed 
wool. It is a worsted, he said, th a t could 
not be m ade of the common Am erican 
fleece. 
F ash ion is C apricious. 
M anufacturers m ust m ake w hat the trade 
requires, and to do th a t they m ust have 
choice of wools. 
Mr. W ilkins—Then the gentlem an m eans 
to sa y tlia t tho ft reign wool m ust bo im ­ 
ported free, in order to enable us to m anu­ 
facture worsted goods. 
Mr. Morse—For the m anufacture of many 
kinds of worsted goods, and also for the 
production of m uch if the goods for wo­ 
m en's wear. 
Mr. W ilk n s—Does the gentlem an mean 
to say th a t we cannot m anufacture from 
Am erican wool as good worsteds as from 
im ported wool? 
Mr. Morse—T hat is exactly w hat I claim — 
th at the American wool alone cannot be 
used so as »o produce goods of the class of 
th a t which I am now wearing. 
Keplyn g to Mr. W ilkins’ question as to 
w here th e wool grows. Mr. Morse said he 
believed in Australia, 
tie said Mr. \\ Akins 
m ight as well claim that carpets can be 
m anufaetuied from Am erican w ool,w hile 
the records snow th at t o per cent. of the 
wool used is im ported. 
Mr. Arnold asked it m achinery in Europe 
would not produce, w ith tile sam e am ount 
of labor, as m uch cloth per hour as th a t in 
the I iii ted States. 
Mr. Morse said in answ er: I know som e­ 
thing about this m a te r Irmo rn. < wn ex­ 
perience. Dx as born abroad and cam e here 
at th e age of IT, laudi g at Castle Garden 
from an em igrant ship. 
Im m igrants are 
usually the young, tho am bit! tis aud tee 
enterprising. They arc stim ulated by their 
opportunities; 
th eir 
labor hero is far 
superior to what it would be at home. They 
leave behind those whose entanglem ents 
or lack of enterprise ham per them , and the 
m in en this side of tho w ater is worth 
twice as m uch as on the o'her. H e e our 
operatives, under the stim ulus of which I 
have 
spoken, 
work 
at 
high 
speed 
and 
full 
time. 
They 
are 
prom ptly 
on hand when the bell 
rings iii Hie 
m orning and stay until ii o'clock in the 
evening. They work steadily and w ithout 
the num erous holidays, irregularities and 
interruptions which interfere w ith Hie pro­ 
ductiveness of labor on Hie other side. I 
claim , and can prove, th at under our system 
we produce bet or results from our m a­ 
chines than are product d o n ih e other side. 
Mr. Mo se said th a t tho im provem ent in 
the way of transacting business enabled Hie 
m erchant to save profits th at ho form erly 
had to pay, and, added Mr. Morse, "w hile I 
do not w ant to advertise mv bus ness too 
m uch, this system enables me to sell those 
l i d suits.” (Laughter arid applause.) 
We have, in addition, better fire lities of 
travel and carnage by rail and ream b o at 
fo rt e delivery of goods, and we know up 
to th e last m om ent w here we can buy 
cheapest aud sell at tho best profits. 
M o n e y H a * A c c u m u l a t e d 
in this country, and, as a general rule, the 
country is more ptosperous. 
We are en­ 
deavoring to aid it still further by giving 
free wool to tho A m erican m anufacturer, 
which will still fu rth er enlarge the held of 
Am erican industry and he p our people. 
You keep threatening us all the tim e w ith 
your free whiskey, when we do not w ant it, 
and you refuso tree wool, Now ta l e some 
of our Dem ocratic medic ne 
(Laughter.) 
It m ay do some good. We believe it will. 
B ut besides these things the American 
m arket has changed. No m an today can 
do a successful business on tho credit sys­ 
tem . Ho cann t buy upon cr dit aud SUC­ 
CI ed. The point I wish to m ake is th at in 
tho interest of nusiness we m ust collect 
only money enough to m eet the require­ 
m ents of economical adm inistration. 
Mr. W hite of Indiana -H ow m uch surplus 
would th e gentlem an takeoff, $50,out),OOO?

But it is well known to eve; v 
one who has had any experience in wool 
growing th a there is no siock raised upon 
a fat rn th a t is so valuable as a fertilizer as 
sheep.

I860.” continued 
Mr. McK liney. 
"the year belore the high protective tai iii 
on wool w ent into effect, Utero were 6,588,- 
000 .-beep iii Ohio. From 1800 to 1877, l l 
years of prote< t on, tho num ber of sheep in 
Ohio was reduced to .’too,OOO, In I8s:t 
there w ere 5,500,541. From 1877 to 188 t 
sheep iiad increased, but there ’.vote sti.l 
m ore than a million and a half less than in 
J SOO. 
In New York in I Hoc. there wore 
5,17'’.OOO. In 1882 there were 1.782.000. 
These figures 
show very plainly th at 
sh1 ep were not incr< ased in num ber in the 
.States nam ed during the period of the high 
p rated ive tariff.” 
Mr. McKinney said that during the first 
p art of the debate Mr. Gear of iowa had 
shown tim House a blanket and stated that 
if the Mills bill passed, the factory at winch 
the blanket was m ade would have to sus­ 
pend.

How the foal Miners Work and Live— 


A Strange Experience.

Description of a Mine. 


[F. W . H. In Albany Argus.) 
Tlte entrance to nearly all mines disap­ 
points preconceived notions. One cannot 
s a y exactly what he expected, but he eer- 
tain’y expected som ething different from 
the reality. Here, for instance, there was 
d o indication of the existence of the rn ne 
save in the presence of the b re a k e r and 
the huge pile of culm . 
A t a short distance 
from the breaker was a little shed about IO 
feet square, and yaw ning in this was tho 
mouth of the passenger shaft. The other 
shaft, up which are hoisted the cars loaded 
with < oal, opens directly into the breaker. 
As we gathered about the passenger shaft 
the car was hoisted s veral times, bringing 
up a number of miners and laborers, and 
nil looked like imps from the infernal re­ 
gions. 
Their bodies and clothing were 
black as jet from smoke and coal dust, and 
the only white one torrid sec abou' them 
was the whites of their eyes. 
In their caps 
were extinguished torches, which still gave 
out a b ack and sullen smoke. 
Men we 
found them , talking freely of their lives j 
and rather enjoying the cum sity they in ­ 
spired. Their appearance, and the mouth 
of tha' black shaft leading down a sheer 
300 feet into the I on els of the earth, led 
some of the Tarty to conclude that they 
would enjoy a bird’s-o' e view of Providence 
on the surface rather than tem pt Provi­ 
dence under grouud. 
80 less than 40 made 
the descent. 
Koch of us was given a little torch, and 
then we gathered alw uithe shaft. 
I bo ele­ 
vator is sim ply a plait 1 rn like a freight ck ‘- 
vatcr. with no railing at either side. Above 
ii is a hood lo keep oil the w ater constantly 
dripping dowu the shaft from the seams iii 
the rock. Ten a la tim e we crowded upon 
tho elevator. Hie torches Hating no around 
us and liPnig our lungs with amoke. Tho 
lignal was given, and every heart sank a 
little 
as the 
m r rushed 
sw iftly down. 
Scarcely could we see the damp aud Tugged 
walls, so sw iftly did we descend, and in a 
few seconds we were told to step off* 
All 
wav dark and gloomy l-evond. and I will 
Confess ton momentary surprise when my 
feet struck the solid earth. 
Perhaps I reveal a woeful ignorance when 
I say that I expected to see as -o o h as I 
stepp ’d from tho ear, a vast rugged cham ­ 
ber. glittering with distant lights, and alive 
with cagier win kern. I lied read descriptions 
of mines aud seen pictures of them, and yet 
this delusion clings to mo 
lint in one in­ 
stant vanished ail these chim eras, and I be­ 
held a natron tunnel, so low that J invol 
untarily stooped my head, whether such a 
proceed'it# 
were 
necessary or not. and 
darker than m idnight. On either side were 
walls of coal. g lit.clin g strangely as the 
rays of light fell upon them , ami hewn into 
all sorts of irregular shapes aud natron re­ 
cesses. 
B ut the roof or coiling seemed as 
smooth and polished as nimble 
The vein 
of coa; runs of almost uniform thickness, 
and the slate above and below forms a com­ 
paratively level floor and roof. 
Aiolis this narrow pa sage we wandered, 
the light from our bickern g la m p s m aking 
the darnings abe d the mor * impenetrable. 
A t short intervals were 1 hampers win re 
the coal had been mined more extensively, 
but between a 1! « hampers pillar a t least mo 
feet in thickness were left to support the 
tremendous w eight of the superincum bent 
lock. 
And in the cham bers tiiem -*l«es 
were joists and beams ut wood erected for 
the same purpose. 
One 
could scarce y 
realize that ail 
these 
passageways and 
cham bers wore carefully laid out by engi­ 
neers and surveyors, and that plans were 
drawn, m arking ill the turns aud diver­ 
gences as accurately us the mao of a cit y. 
But such was Ute east. and not a blow of 
the pickaxe is struck that is not foreseen 
and so iwo passageways 
ap p each eacti 
other from opposite affectious and 
are 
finally un ted in one. 
At intervals are 
heavy, air-tight doors of wood, which serve 
the purpose of breaking Hie currents of air. 
gn e a perfect circnlat on. aud allow tho 
Steam fans to exhaust the (iredmnp that 
may have accum ala ted in ant ciminite!-, no 
matter how lur distant. 
As these were 
closed behind us they gave a crash like 
thunder, every sound being m agnified bv 
the rocky walls. 
Finally, 
when 
we 
had gone hundreds 
of leet 
from the 
shaft 
we 
began 
to 
see 
dim 
and 
twinkling lights in tho distance, ana to 
hear echo ng cries, the ( rash of loaded cars 
rolling along the rail, and the clang of steel 
on the sullen rocks 
Mules furnish the only 
motive power, and perhaps it is because of 
their well-known stubbornness thai they 
needed such voc ferous direction that for 
minutes we would hear shouts and cries 
that were echoed untd they seemed to come 
from a hundred lungs. 
Then we would 
range ourselves clcwi along the walls and 
up would rumble and clatter and clash a 
loaded 
ear, drawn 
by several straining 
mules and driven <or rather directed, for 110 
reins were used), by a bov as black as ti ie 
coal itself, his eves glittering strangely in 
the light from the sm oking lamp stuck in 
his hatband. 
And tinally we reached the miners them ­ 
selves. for all the men we had previously 
seen were merely the laborers. Each m iner 
had a cham ber to him self, and into the 
walls he was Vici- usly digging his drill. Of 
course Irs eyes get accustomed to the semi- 
glooin. hut to us it seemed as 'f he m ust 
work solely by the sense of feeling. 
The 
m m r we surrounded told us that he was 
almost ready for 
blast. W hile we wailed a 
car 10 led noisily up t > a pileof broken coak 
a n d a black and grim y laborer (-aught un 
a shovel and sent the lumps thundering 
into the car. 
Before it was lilied the 
m iner told us that his charge was ready and 
bade us go around the nearest coiner. F if y 
feet away we were halted, and then caim­ 
an anxious pause, each one agitated some­ 
what, if the truth must be told. 
Then 
cam e a loud and reve;berating roar. fol­ 
low; d bv the crash of tum bling rock 
Tho 
earth shook beneath our fee;, and fr. rn the 
slate roof. a loot above our heads, splinters 
of rock seemed to fall around us. Perhaps 
no one really expected toe root to fall ami 
crush us. out there was a sigh of lelief 
when tim blast was over 
We hurried 
buck to Hie chamber with the smell of pow- 
der iii our nostrils. 
A 
ag cd hole was 
pierced iii the coal. and as we looked 
through the smoke and dust, a blackened 
and demoniac face appeared at us from its 
depths, 'the blast had opened a pas age di­ 
rectly through into the ad oining chamber, 
and the face was that of the good-natured 
miner on the other side. The coal that the 
blast had loosened lay heap d in contusion 
by the opening 
80 shattered had it be<-n 
bv the explosion that it could easily be 
broken by a pickaxe into siz • convenient 
for handling. Oo hing then remained but 
for the laborer to shovel it a1 .la rge and 
small lu 
ps and even the dust, into a car 
that w as hoisted into the breaker.

The pitiful sto­ 
nes one hears of m'-Tes that are kept all 
their lives in mines until they Lei oui - blind 
from th< darkness do not apply here. W hen­ 
ever the work is slack they are brought lo 
the surface for a run in the green pastures. 
The day before we descended the mine a 
ere broke out in the engine house at the 
loot pf one of the shafts. The mine I ecatne 
tilled w ith smoke, and as some alarm was 
felt. the m ules were all brought t i the sur­ 
face. 
I he anim als aie sleek arni wed fed. 
and do not .seem to realize any special hard­ 
ship in their lot. 
Am ong ail the employes in the mine one 
of the oujsi responsible positions is -.hat of 
tho tire boss. 
His duty it is to see that the 
mine is free from dangerous and poisonous 
rase*. 
E very m orning in the year, summer 
and winter, hoi day- and wor ing days, he 
patrols every portion of the mine. com ­ 
mencing at J o clock and blushing before 
the men begin their d ay’s work. 
He carries with him a Dav y safety lamp. 
with w hich he explores every crevice ana 
recess lik ely to accum ulate ’he deadly 
re 
aaron. 
This gas. it w ll be rem em bered, is 
fghter than the air, and consequently 
fathers close to 'h e roof. 
It penetrates 
tie wire gauze surrounding the lamp. and 
fu m ing there revea.s its presence. 
If none 
>x found the fire boss puts his private m ark 
uu the slate 1 oof with a piece of chalk.

Nichols if he could not discover a sm all 
pocket of fire damp so that the party m ight 
sec it bum 
Every likely spot w as explored 
w ithout avail, and it wa* w iih pardonable 
pride that the tire Jk’ss announced there 
was no fire-damp in the entire mine, 
I ex­ 
pressed some surprise th at open lights wore 
carried in tile mine, and the tire boss sa d 
that in his own country, W ales, only safety 
lamps could be used. 
Moreover, these 
were locked, so that f xdhaidy m iners could 
not open th-in to light a pipe,and so precip­ 
itate a disaster. 
Perhaps s me particulars about tho D ick­ 
son m ine m ay lie of interest. As doubl es* 
every- one knows, coal runs in veins of vary­ 
ing thickness, and often separated by sev­ 
eral layers of rock. The first vein in the 
Dickson m ine is about 1/50 feet below tho 
surface, and is known as the 14-foct vein. 
It has been the longest worked, and is con­ 
sequently the nearest to exhaustion, al­ 
though the thickest vein. A lready 7/5 acres 
have been taken out. This w orking we did 
not explore at all.although the miners were 
busy in it getting 
ut the glitterin g coal. 
But as we descended the shaft we 1 assed 
the gaping mouth of the passage, still as 
death and dark and forbidding as m id­ 
night. 
The second or C lark vein, which we 
visited, is eight feet iii thickness and aboil* 
300 leet below tile surface. 
It wa® first 
opened iii 185 0 and alauit 28 acres have 
already been taken out. 
It wi I last lo 
years longer, aud then the three untouched 
veins which lie lower still Will he attacked 
in turn. The 'owest one is 600 feet from 
the surface. 
In the m ine there are IOO 
eh 1 rn hers. each one with a rn ner and a 
laborer. In addition to these there are 76 
men and boys at various work in the mine. 
When the reader rem em be’-s that this is 
but ne of several hundred m ines in I enn- 
sylvania. m any of them even larger than 
th s. the m agnitude of 
coal 
m ining in 
Am erica takes on a new meanii g 
W e had been an horn underground and 
had wandered perhaps a m ile through the 
tortuous passageways and echo ng cham ­ 
bers before wo returned again to the sur­ 
face. Ana then such as cared for them were 
given the little lam p ’ they bad carried as 
momentoes of one, of 
the strangest ex­ 
periences of their lives.

One 
ii gilt. after reading, he dream ed he was 
aboard a vessel anc ored off a foreign coast. 
A fter a quarrel w ith hts captain they both 
w ent : shore to settle the m atter. Thrice 
the captain s ball struck him iii the same 
spot in the forehead vet he did not fall.

w eight upon our w aking thoughts. 
The m oral faculty s som etimes dulled or 
absent in a dream, when we do. w thout 
scruple, and even with pleasure what we 
should look upon with horror in the w aking 
state. 
Richaut Napier, a man of tenner 
heart dream ed that he ran bis best m end 
through the body, and felt great pleasure 
on 8 e ng the point of his sword come out 
between the shoulders. 
Foets I ave sung the patient m idnight 
sleep which is said to be little liable to be 
abused bv dreams, w icked or charitable.

dream ed a whole canto of Hic "H enriade ” 
Mailm an tho truth of his theorems, and 
K ruger worked out com plicated questions. 
Tartini, in sleep, heard the arch-fiend play 
his celeb)ated sonata, which he wrote down 
on aw akening: H ennas said his "Pastor” 
was die.alen to him ny a voice w hile he 
slept ;C lendge, in sleep, composed "K ubla 
K am i,” and Robert Louis 8 tevensop tells us 
that His brownies do h ilf his w ont during 
sh ep. and that he dream ed the window 
scene in "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. H yde.” The 
story that Kaspar Hauser told the cobbler 
w ho discovered him. was. if not a pure in­ 
vention, probably dreamed. 
If the theory of sleep alore given be a true 
one. or even in the right direction—and it is 
Hie only one by w hich many of Hie phenom­ 
ena of sleep and dreams can Ie* exp lained— 
n e re is nothing strange in latent cerebra­

Been Sadly Neglected. 


Scentless T rail of the Prey Followed 


by the W ily Pursuer. 


The Still and the Baying Dogs and 


Their Methods of Chasing.

Am ong those species of anim als w hich 
may be said to have become extin ct is the 
coon dog of our tai hers. He was of no particu­ 
lar strain of blood, but he united the keen 
scent of the deer hound w ith the intelli­ 
gence of the shepherd dog. and the tenacity 
of the bulldog w ith the stealth ot the pan­ 
ther. 
W ith Jess accom plishm ents 
than 
these he 
m ight have been good on a 
fox 
or deer 
trail; 
the 
low ing 
herd 
would 
probably 
have 
been safe in his 
keeping; 
he 
n rg h t 
have 
been 
able 
to hold his own in a fight, or have stood an 
excellent chance of succeeding a-t a sheep 
stealer, but he couldn’t have been a coon 
doz. For your econ is a cute and tricky 
customer, and 
cram m ed with 
patience. 
Moreover, he leaves behind him the cold­ 
est, most scentless trail of anim als that run. 
Ho leads you through dangled swam ps and 
deep stony hollows. He crosses and re­ 
crosses sw ift-running streams. He frisks 
along the top of rough stone w alls as silent 
and sw ift as a snadow. He stops w ithin a 
dozen feet of some convenient w ell, clears 
the intervening space at a bound, strikes 
the tree, and glides up to tho longest limb, 
runs to its extrem ity, and h aps a dozen 
feet be.)Ona it to the grouud again, break­ 
ing His trail abruptly on oue side and 
beginning it as confusingly abrupt on the 
oilier. He invents tao its for em ergencies, 
and brings to every consideratio 1 of Ii s 
welfare and that of h;s fam ily a large aud 
uniform ly level h**ad. 
He p a.'S his cards 
well, and the dog that would beat hint must 
ne Us hold both bowers and the ace, with 
strong can's to back them . These the coon 
dog of our fathers alw ays had. 
There w re. as I remem ber, 25 years ago 
the still-hunting cis n dog and the coon dog 
who let you know at every sh p that lie was 
getting there. 
There was m ixed up with 
tile m ethods of the still hunter an elem ent 
of greater ccrta m y that you would get 
your coon than there was with the more 
melodious system of the dog that m outhed 
h s presence in the shadowy chase; but t. e 
style of tho lattei put more tingle iii your 
blood and buoyed you up w ith sw eeter ex­ 
pectancy. There was som ething weird and 
uncanny iii fo.low ing the still dog in all the 
w,tidings and 
turnings 
of the 
gloom y 
woods at night. 
H - crept among tangled 
brusli and ueep ravines, clim bed abrupt 
knolls, and worked 
his serpent ne "way 
down into deep hollows—turning, doubling, 
shifting, crossing and recrossing His track, 
like ti e labyrintnian tracing of a ship’s 
capricious coarse -si lent as t he ti ight around 
him, stealthy as a tw iligh t shadow.

Hie coon was treed. 
But w ith the w ar coon hunting w ent out 
of fashion as a pastime, aud the race of 
training coon dogs gradually becam e ex­ 
tinct.

of our fathers, and the hunters are gen­ 
erally shiftless, hand-to-mouth m em bers of

On "0 in tin se rare days a new 
preacher was settled over a backwoods dis­ 
trict in Piko county. 
He was not wise in 
lite w ays of Hie woods. E arly in his first 
autum n on the charge he began Hie usual 
protracted m eeting seasi n. 
By and by he 
noticed that on m oonlit and starlit nights 
his congregate n was trade up of women 
only. 
F in ally he asked the reason of this. 
A sister rose and said: 
“ i t ’s ’eau 0 the coonin’s better’11 ’tis in 
the dark o ’ Hie moon, dominie.

W hy Hie coon has come to be despised by 
sportsmen in these later days is one of those 
iii tigs a! out w hich the rem ark has once or 
tw ice been made that no fellow can find out. 
He is as cuuiim g as the fox and more diffi­ 
cult lo trail. 
He is, mo: cover, tho cleanest 
of anim als, and eats on!v tho most whole­ 
some of f cd. He should not bo despis d 
surely because he can be hunted only at 
night, for, in threading the woods in the 
darkness, follow ing dogs that you c a n n 't 
s-ee, and whose bayingalone breaks the still 
ness, there is a most singular enchantm ent 
Even in local ties where coons are the 
most abundant, nine out of ten of the 
present generation never saw one, and few 
people know anvth rig about them or their 
habits. Although the coon prefers the vi- 
c nity of civilization ai ins habitat ho plans 
to ko p aloof from the eyes of men. and his 
habits louder this an easy task. 
By day he 
lies in out-of-tbe-wav retreats, in Hie den lls 
of collow ti ecsor isolated crevices aud holes 
in the locks. 
Ho wanders forth only at 
ti gilt, and although Ins foraging expedi­ 
te us m ay take him to Hie very doors of 
fa m ers and even within Hie very boundary 
lines od villages, he never betrays bis pre - 
ence. If more than one coon is brought to 
hay in a tree they w ill invariably lie fe­ 
m ales or a m other coon and her off- 
spr ng.

and if she is captured Hie whole fam ily la I 
victim s to the hi nter. 
J ho anim ii scent 
the coon leaves i it the trail is at all-tim es 
I ss than of an" other gam e Quadruped, but 
when the fem ale is nursing her young dur­ 
ing tho sum m er months lo r seem is hardly 
pom p tib.e to the dogs. thus sa . ng her and 
lier Jitter from m any a ric e for life. The 
scent ol Hie coon grows stronger as tile cold 
wca lier advances anil through November 
and Decem ber the dogs full iw it w ith com­ 
paratively little ditficu'ty. 
W hile the fem ale coon is domestic and so­ 
cial. tho m ale is quito the reverse. 
He is 
surly and i-olitary, ranges entirely alone, 
and gives no care or attention to fam ily 
m a te rs 
if two males meet in the woods 
or iii the field the " fight luriou ly, and not 
infrequently to the deatii. 
An old coon 
hunter of this vicin ity tells b o w ie (Lee 
surprised tw o m ale coo s fighting in a corn­ 
field. 
They wore so Hunt cully in earnest 
th at they flow at each oilier oven after the 
do s had jum ped on them aud taken a baud 
in th o io m b a t.

In toe spring and summ er tho m argins of 
brooks and ponds and .lie soft mud in

best. D uring the nutting season lie is fat 
and solid and wide awake, p iovided there 
are plenty of nuts 
lf Hie crop is a failure, 
the coon goes to his w aiter quarters thin 
and m iserable, and poorly prepared for Hie 
long w inter’s sleep and fast, wanders iorth 
every day of thaw , although the snow nt iy 
lie t een on the ground, in search of such fag 
ends oi provender as ma / fail to ins lot 
A t 
such tim es the unfortunate coon m ay beseen 
hovering, worn and haggard, oil the edges of 
farm and dooryard, wa ting for att oppon u- 
nity to pick up scivps from the kitchen. Hie 
poultry y rd or pigsty. 
One peculiarity 
of tbecoou.w hich. like most of lr s peculiar­ 
ities. has escaped the attention of tho natur­ 
a list; who w rite books, is that he never 
touches loud until lie has quaffed from some 
spring or brook, even if he is com pelled to 
go far to find it. Old coon hunters say that 
Hie coon dips every m ouihlul of his food in 
water before cating it; fiut. like all hunters, 
old coon hunters say a great m any things it 
would bother them to prove. 
It is doubtful 
w hether there are m any people who know 
th at in no otfier country on the globe be­ 
sides tile Am erican continent can the coon 
be found, and that although be is a favor­ 
ite gam e in the 
.South, he is nowhe 0 
s > 
gamov 
and 
excellent in c> nditio 1 
as 
in 
tho 
M iddle 
8tates. 
W hen th" 
coati 
grows 
nordinately 
fat 
and 
largo 
he 
lessens 
his chances of f i l l ­ 
ing a victim to the hunter, for then ho ven­ 
tures hut a short distance from his hiding 
place and gives the dog sm all opportunity 
for find ng his trail. It was rare for this 
season, even in (lie days when coon hunting 
w a s a science, that a coon over 20 pounds 
in weight was ever hagged, although they 
have bt en known to attain a w eight of 40 
pounds. 
T he hills and valleys of Northern Penn­ 
sylvan ia were alw ays great reirea's for tho 
coon, but never 
were 
these 
m aligned 
anim als so p.entifnl as they a e litis year. 
The manner in which the opportunities 
they offer for “ rare 
good 
sport” 
are 
neglected 
is 
enough 
to 
m ake 
the 
jbonos of dead and gone lovers of the 
starlit chase turn 
and 
tattle in their 
graves. Hunters go o n 'o n the barren hills 
daily and stand 
shivering 
on a w ind­ 
swept runw ay w aiting ior the deer that 
never comes, or tramp from m orning t ll 
iii lit through sw am pysw a es and bram bly 
thickets hunting he pheasant Hint fails to 
rise, w hile a sport that fam ous men loved 
and elevated and arew enthusiastic over 
years ago. and from w hich no hunter can 
return without pleasure and profit, goes 
lu ggin g on (very sole. W hat the country 
needs is sportsmen with lc-s affectation and 
more snap—and tho coon dog of our fathers.

brainest governor, it, 
shrew dest statesm an its favorite son. In 
Mr, Chase, as in the case of .Mr. Seward, Mr. 
Lincoln was supported by one of the earliest 
anti slavery apostles, a m an of pure c h a 'ac­ 
tor, of itob.e aim s, in tact every m em ber of 
his cabinet was a prom inent candidate 
prior to the Chicago convention of I Slit), 
and continued so to be down to th e days 
th; t tried m en’s souls, when of necessity 
they too t a back >cat and cheerfully re­ 
signed the reins to tile m an selected tw u e 
by the nation to guide it over tho alpine 
heigots of endeavor, 
and through 
the 
s ' am ps ami m orasses of trial and of sorrow. 
Mr. Sew ard’s task ie'iuired extended ac­ 
quaintance of men, of national interplay, of 
laws, of customs, of usages, throughout 
the civilized world. He dealt w ith powers 
whose f. elal look w-as friendly, but whose 
h earts were charged w ith venom. 
He was 
confronte*! w ith the tricks and m anners of 
wily statesm en. He was compelled, w hile 
apparently representing a united nation, 
in reality to recognize th at, for the tim e 
being at all events, he represented only a 
segm ent or th e nation. As governor of the 
S late of New Y'ork, as a m em ber of tho 
U nited States Seuate. as a leader of th e 
great R epublican party, as its forem ost 
cham pion in fact, he m ade no m istake, and 
it redounds to his everlasting credit th a t the 
S tate papers prepared during th at aw ful 
period w hen Lincoln was president rend 
today in the calm light of history, as cli ar. 
as lum inous, as intelligent, as though they 
w ere prepared after the excitem ents, the 
turm oils and confus;ons had passed away, 
rath er than in the very glare and h eat of 
m idday disturbance. 
Upon Mr. Chase fell a burden, the like of 
w hich no fiscal officer, no financial secre­ 
tary ever felt before or since. 
We, who en­ 
deavor vainly to rid the national treasury 
of its vast surplus, little appreciate the 
struggles of him who 
found an em pty 
treasury, a dishonored currency, a financial 
panic. A fter th e election of Mr. Lincoln, 
but prior to bis inauguration, the govern­ 
m ent lieg o tated a loan of 810,000,000 at 5 
per cent. 
At th a t tim e Howell Cobb of 
Georgia was secretary of the treasury and 
John J. Cisco th e assistant treasurer in New 
York. The loan was entirely subscribed 
for, and I per cent of tile am ount tak en was 
deposited by each subscriber a t th e tim e. 
In reply to Mr. Cisco's congratulations, Mr. 
Cobb said: "T he people who have taken this 
loan are a pack of dam ned 
fools. 
It 
w ill never bo paid. 
Tho 
country 
is 
going to be broken to pieces. Georgia will 
go out of th e Union, and w hen she goes I go 
w ith her.” In consequence of the w ith ­ 
drawal. as they term ed it, of several of the 
States prior to the date fixed for the final 
paym ent, a num ber of bankers refused to 
keep their agreem ent, and forfeited their 
deposit of one per cent. Seven millions, 
however, of th e IO w ere paid. The con­ 
sequence w as th a t on th e 1st of January, 
I su i. there was not m oney enough in tho 
U nited States treasury to pay the interest 
due upon th e public debt, and the new sec­ 
retary of th e treasury, Mr. Cobb, having 
w ithdraw n w ith his State, Mr. Thom as of 
M aryland, induced the president to au­ 
thorize a treasury note loan, at the ex­ 
traordinary rate of 12 per cent, per annum , 
for the purpose of raising money to pay the 
interest due. It was one thing to ask a 
loan, another to get th e money, and had it 
not been for the personal exertions of Mr. 
Cisco, vigorously aided 
and 
efficiently 
abetted, 
by 
Mr. 
Vail, 
then 
cashier 
of the New York Bank of Commence, who 
on the night, literally, of Dec. 31, 1860, 
w ent to th e largest holders of the public debt 
in New York and Brooklyn, from whom lie 
secured a sufficient num ber o f notes to save 
th e governm ent from the im pending catas­ 
trophe, th e governm ent would then and 
there have been adjudged bankrupt. 
It 
w as the extraordinary conduct of the then 
secretary cf th eireasu ry th at induced Mr. 
Cisco to pu t in black and w hite his view of 
th e situation, which resulted in the rem oval 
of Mr. Thom as and the appointm ent of Gen­ 
eral John A. Dix as secretary of th e treas­ 
ury. This restored confidence to th e m on­ 
eyed people of th e N o rth -th a t is, such 
Amount of confidence os th a t peculiarly 


sensitive class of hum an nature can be ex­ 
pected to feel when, like the good people of 
Ephesus, they b ar their craft is in danger. 
It is astonishing to see how m uch great 
m en are like little men. 
T heir hindsight is very m uch better than 
th eir foresight. 
T h at Salm on P. Chase w as a great m an 
everybody who knows anything about him 
and his tim es will readily adm it. His long 
service at th e bar, in statecraft, and as 
leader in th e very van of th e arm y bat­ 
tling for freedom, gives abundant testim ony 
in th a t regard, aud yet, w hen shortly after 
his appointm ent as secretary of tho treas- 


m oney, and would have greatly short- 1 
ened th e contest. 
It would have avoided 
tw o-thirds of our public debt, w hile' from \ 
how m uch di m oralization and sin it would 
have saved us is beyond calculation.” Wo 
who handle Un ted States treasury notes, 
or notes of individual banks indorsed by 
th e governm ent, little appreciate tho vast 
convenience, to say the least, these rustling 
bills are, as contrasted w ith tho wild-cat 
currencies, so prevalent before the schonie 
of greenback issues, born in the fertile 
brain of Salm on P. Chase.

consultation upon th e financial policy of the 
country, he said in reply to Mr. Cisco's sug­ 
gestion th a t a long. bloody and costly w ar 
was before tho country, and th a t th e only 
possible policy was th a t of long bonds and 
strong tax atio n ,“Are you notaw aro, sir, th a t 
we shall soon have 75,000 m en in the field, 
and th at (ii) days from now th e country will 
bo at peace, w hile as fi r strong taxation the 
people of tho country will not bear it, and 
there is no need for it?” Iii subsequent con­ 
versations Mr. Chase enforced his (dew th a t 
the country would not stand strong taxa­ 
tion. and w hen Mr. Cisco predicted th a t 
w ithout it the country m ust inevitably 
drift into a suspension of specie paym ents, 
he rejoined: “Never, so long as I am sec­ 
retary of th e treasury.” W hat has been 
very happily term ed ab an d to m outh policy 
was then begun, and careful study of the 
situation then, and for years thereafter, 
loads me to pay a lust trib u te to th e finan­ 
cial ability of Mr. Cisco, to whom M r.Chase 
as an (Slicer, and the adm inistration as an 
entity, owed m uch.

$50,000,000 more, w ith a subsequent $50,- 
000,000, or 8150,000,000 in all. At a subse­ 
quent m eeting, held in the Anteri' an E x­ 
change banking house, the leading bankers 
of the city fought vigorously one side and 
the other, b u t finally yielding to the clean­ 
cu t rem ark of the president of the M echan­ 
ics’ bank th a i if the obligations of the gov­ 
ernm ent becam e w orthless the property of 
the banks and of che entire country m ust 
follow suit, a resolution was adopted to ac­ 
cept th e term s proposed by the governm ent. 
The banks took the first 50 m illions, 
thereby casting th eir lot w ith th a t of the 
governm ent. 
They took th e second, and virtually took 
the third, th ere being some com prom ise by 
which the la-t 50 m illions were pu t in 0 per 
cent, bonds, redeem able aftor 20 years. 
Follow ing this. on tho 30th of December. 
1801, th e flanks unanim ously decided to 
suspend specie paym ents on tho following 
Monday. W ith the success of these early 
loans and tho suspension of specie pay­ 
m ents there cam e a perfect m ania for the 
possession of governm ental notes. Some­ 
thing like 85 per cent, of all the early loans 
negotiated w ere taken in New York, the 
7-30 notes boing especially popular. 
At 
first th e suspension of specio paym ents 
worked great annoyance in ordinary trans­ 
actions. as sm all silver change disappeared 
from circulation w ith m arvellous rapidity, 
and om nibus fares, ferryage tolls, all man- 
negof petty bargainings, were paid w ith 
postage stam ps, and inconvenience which 
led up to w h at w as known as fractional 
currency, little paper due bills, issued by 
th e governm ent for 5, IO, 25 and 50 cents 
each. 
The internal revenue tax was a nuisance. 
It was a nuisance, but it was also a neces­ 
sity. Congress, a m agnificent u n it com ­ 
posed of anything but m agnificent indi­ 
vidualities, disliked exceedingly to take up 
the question of taxation, and it was not 
until the session of ’OI and ’62 th a t tho sub­ 
ject of internal taxation was regarded as so 
vital a necessity as to dem and im m ediate 
attention. Mr. Chase's idea was th at a tax 
schedule th at would yield $200,000,000 
a year would about fill the bill, and lie pre­ 
pare'!, w ith th e aid of ways and m eans, a 
schem e which had some 15 separate sub­ 
jects of taxation. One of these was a tax 
of half a cent a m ile on railroad passengers, 
and a tax of one cent on horse railroads and 
ferries. 
Subsequently, w hen a bill was 
passed which did levy a tax on horse rail­ 
roads ana ferries, putting it down to one- 
third of a cent, those patriotic factors in 
affairs charged an additional cent to their 
passengers, of 
which 
tw o-thirds 
w ent 
into their own treasury, and 
one-third 
into th at of tho U nited Skates. Ii was pro­ 
posed to tax consum ers of gas 50 cents a 
thousand cubic feet, to be collected w ith 
th e m onthly bills of the gas companies, but 
in consequence of an argum ent th a t under 
such a tax all gas consum ers would go back 
tothe use of com m on candles that point was 
dropped. W hen at first it was thought to 
put a tax of 50 cents a gallon on w hiskey it 
was laughed out of court; yet in less than 
tw o years Congress w ent to the other ex­ 
trem e and p u t the tax to $2 a gallon, which 
led up to an organized society of whiskey 
^frauds, the head and frontof which w ent to 
ll s grave unexposed, for reasons very well 
understood by the initiated. Suffice it in 
this resum e of affairs to say ttiat Congress 
finally passed a bill which they expected 
would yield a revenue of $200,000,000, but 
w hich filially returned $70,000,000 gross, 
$60,000,000 net. 
H esitation was th e m otto of th e hour. 
It m ay or m ay not be true th a t the wom an 
who hesitates is lost. T here can be no ques­ 
tion, however, th a t th e governm ent which 
hesitates in th e face of an im perative neces­ 
sity courts destruction. 
The nation was 
aroused and ready to bear its burden, but 
the politicians seeking re-election 
were 
tim id about th e w eight. In a speech m ade 
by John D. Van Buren of New Y'ork he said 
"a tax of $20 ),000,000, levied in tho first 
year of the war. would have enabled us to 
hoi row freely, and to keep up specie pay­ 
m ents would have served by a dem onstra­ 
tion of our strength as a w arning to fore gn 
powers disposed to m eddle, would liavo dis­ 
couraged the enem y, com pelled them to re­ 
sort a t th e outset to irredeem able paper 


sojith, east and west, as well as the great 
com m ercial centres, had their banks, and 
in a file of 50 bills there would be th e solid 
m etropolitan issue, the probably secure is­ 
sue of some sm aller city, tho possibly good, 
bu t probably doubtful issue of a rem oter 
tow n and the very likely spurious issue f rom 
a counterfeiters’ den. 
Bills of Illinois, 
Arkansas, 
Louisiana, 
South 
Carolina 
banks wore at a discount in the great 
m arts, and. as m atter of fact, it was a physi­ 
cal as well as a financial im possibility to 
know precisely how m uch tho bill of any 
bank was w orth. W ith the passage of tho 
law, or a series of laws, authorizing tho 
U nited States treasury to do this, th at and 
tho other, in tho way of special issues, all 
th e cobwebs of banking intricacy were 
sw ept to th e winds, and on the solid basis 
of governm ental recognition carne to the 
front these beautifully engraved, highly 
esteem ed, greatly welcomed conveniences. 
Today tho bum piest w orker in the land 
know s th a t his $5 bill is w orth IOO cents 
on every dollar. In ham lets as in banks, 
on tho golden slopes, upon ttie m ountain 
heights, in tho green carpeted 
valleys, 
along the trout stream s and on the bosom 
of the m ighty ocean, the greenback issue 
is as"solid and as firm, as substantial and as 
enduring as the stam p of golden coin and 
silver metjil itself. 
For tliis th an k Salm on P. Chase. 
Lincoln tiad a pretty tough tim e w ith 
some m em bers of his cabinet, and. w ithout 
entering into tile gossip or the well under­ 
stood causes w hich induced Mr. Lincoln to 
m ake a change, suffice it to say th a te a rly in 
1862 it seed ed wise to him to replace Mr. 
Cameron, in th e w ar departm ent, by Edwin 
M. Stanton. Mr. Lincoln wrote Mr. Cam ­ 
eron a very brief note as follows: “I have 
m ade up my m ind to^accept your resigna­ 
tion, aud to tem ler you the mission to St. 
P etersburg.’’ 
Inasm uch as Mr. Cameron 
had never w ritten a resignation, norspoken 
one, although he had occasionally talked 
about it. this was regarded by his friends as 
a discourteous dism issal, and Mr. Chase 
was induced to take the note back to tile 
President, whom lie persuaded to substitute 
for it another, containing expressions of re­ 
gret and com plim ent. 
Mr. Cameron, as secretary of war, was 
confronted w ith enorm ous problems. 
E verything w as confusion, nothing was 
of record, very little of system. Mr. Chase's 
preference w as for G eneral Butler, of whom 
lie said one tim e: “T here is the fittest m an 
iii the U nited S tates to be secretary of w ar.” 
Mr. Stanton was, however, appointed, and 
took bold of affairs w ith a vigor, firmness, 
self-reliance and frequent disregard of right 
and wrong th a t was characteristic. The coun­ 
try readily recognized in him an honest,loyal 
m aster, and although m any of his acts were 
unjustifiably arbitrary, the very opposite of 
fair, w hile bis m anner was brusque to rude­ 
ness and Ills h eart apparently as callous as 
his bearing was intolerant, his personal u n ­ 
pleasantness was put up w ith because of 
tho energy, drive and push w ith w hich he 
carried on tho public service. 
Tho politics of the w ar were m u ltitu ­ 
dinous. 
T he story of the politics of the war 
w ould fill 
volum es. 
The 
presidential 
itchings 
of m en 
in place 
and power 
were 
continuous, 
and 
bore 
heavily 
upon 
th e 
h eart 
of the 
people, 
tax ­ 
ing not only their pockets, 
but their 
brains, grinding out th eir lives upon the 
battlefield, and testing their patience to a 
degree w hich finally rose in its m ight, and. 
w ith unm istakable em phasis, dem anded 
th at tho w ar be prosecuted to a finality, 
th a t the shedding of blood should cease, 
th a t the flag should wave over every port, 
and th a t failure to consum m ate th a t end 
would bo regarded as intentional treason, 
to be punished then and there. 
W ith this know ledge Vif the people’s de­ 
term ination, generals on the field took 
courage. 
T heir m uscles w ere strengthened, their 
nerves elated, th eir pockets tilled, theiride- 
pleted ranks m ade whole, and w ith re­ 
new ed energy they pushed forw ard to the 
front, ending, as the people knew they 
could, in a short, sharp, decisive series of 
cam paigns, a 
w ar which, 
having cost 
billions of m oney and a m illion of lives, 
could unquestionably have been qlpsed in 
one half the tim e it endured.

B ut halt! 
L incoln’s duties. Sew ard’s diplomacies. 
Chase’s financial successes, S tanton’s des­ 
potisms, the wide horizoned field of arm y 
operations crowned w ith absolute success, 
and the banner of the flag of the Union car­ 
ried in trium ph to every m ast head, to 
every staff peak, who, in petty lim it, car 
tell this story? There is a volum e in every 
m onth, a history in every year, a cyclopaedia 
in the adm inistration.

THE ASSASSINATION ! 
Throw your m ind back to a beautiful 
afternoon in April, 1865. 
Im ag in e yourselves on a road leading from 
W ashington out into the adjacent country, 
in the direction of the Soldiers’ Home. Y'ou 
hear a noise. You look up. On a spirited 
anim al, a t full speed, rides a long, gaunt, 
sad-faced m an, On his head a high silk h at 
w ith m ourning band, his body and long 
lim bs clad in broadcloth, the tails of his 
coat floating behind. 
It is the president. 
Following is a cavalry escort. A braham 
Lincoln pass no attention to the cloudless 
sky. to the budding trees on either hand, to 
the growing grass or tho anim ate objects 
th a t dot the landscape, nor to th e hoof- 
clattering escort.w hich follows at a respect­ 
ful d,stance, biding the backw ard scene in 
clouds of dus . 
Sad. sad face. 
Sad face, index of a troubled soul, full of 
indistinct anticipation, reckless absolutely 
of personal life, com fort, health, surround­ 
ings. T hat was A braham Lincoln.re-elected 


president of tho U nited States, his foes 
beaten in the dust, th eir arm ies dispersed, 
his generals trium phant, w ith a vast and. 
to a certain extent, an appreciated task of 
reconstruction before him. 
A fter a quiet night, spout in the Soldiers’ 
Home, he returned to the W hite House, on 
the 14th day of April, 1865, where, at the 
urgent invitation and request of his fam ily 
and some visiting friends, he determ ined to 
attend a perform ance in Ford’s T heatre, 
given for the beneht of Miss Laura Keene. 
T he house was packed, th e P resident’s box 
was draped w ith 
th e A m erican colors; 
throughout th e house handbills of the play 
were circulated, reading in brief atter tho 
custom ary heading:

The play was Tom G aylord eccentric 
comedy, "O ur American Cousin.” Mr. L in­ 
coln was in unusually good spirits. Upon 
his entrance the audience enthusiastically 
applauded him . a courtesy which he. Mrs. 
Lincoln, Miss H arris and Major Rathbone 
gracefully acknowledged. 
Suddenly, all 
eyes boing bent upon the stage.a m an rushed 
iuto the box and tired, quickly, a shot at 
the president, and then, leaping from the 
front to the stage, shouted “Sic sem per ty ­ 
rannis, the South is avenged.” The spur 
upon his boot caught in the folds of th e 
Am erican flag, and, as he struck the stage, 
the assassin broke his leg. 
Instantly tho scene was one of inordinate 
tum ult. 
H undreds rushed to the box. 
Tho curtain was rung down, but before 
thought of arrest entered tho m ind of any, 
the scoundrel escaped through th e stage 
door, m ounted a hoise and rode away. The 
president was carried im m ediately across 
the street to the house of a Germ an tailor, 
and physicians wore sum m oned. Mrs. L in­ 
coln, greatly agitated, w alked up and down 
the room exclaim ing, “ Why didn’t tie shoot 
m e? W hy d id n t ho shoot m e?” 
G reat 
crowds gathered about the house. Mr. L in­ 
coln was placed upon a bed In a sm all ex ­ 
tension room at the end of a hall, it was 
too short for him and ho was com pelled to 
lie transversely. Secretary W ells, Dr. Stone 
and Surgeon-General Barnes took charge of 
tho case. 
Senator Sim m er, Robert L in­ 
coln, Secretaries M cCullough and Usher, 
A ttorney General Speed, Mr. Chase, who 
was then retired from the cabinet, and 
chief justice of the U nited States, Speaker 
Colfax and others were iii the room. 
The or sident’s eyes were closed. 
Below tho lids and around the cheek bones 
the flesh w as black. T he shot had taken ef­ 
fect in his head, and from his wound oozed 
blood and blains upon the pillows. 
He 
knew nothing from the m om ent he was 
shot until he died, tho final breath leaving 
his body at 7.22 on the following m orning, 
when all present dropped upon their knees 
and joined Rev. Dr. Gourlay in a fervent 
and earnest supplication. The rain fell in 
torrents as tho undertakers begau th eir 
necessary work. An hour later, in a plain 
wooden box, the m ortal part of A braham 
Lincoln was borne from th e house by six 
private soldiers and carried to the executive 
m ansion. 
The country was stunned. 
Every theatre throughout th e broad land 
was shut tight. No m anager dared profane 
the tim e by dram atic exploiture, states­ 
m en were perturbed, the South was in 
gloom, it had lost its besfrfriend, the North 
was terror stricken, the world sym pathized 
and a new regim e began. 
T he body was laid in state in W ashington, 
in New Y’ork. and through the cities of the 
West. until it reached its final home. The 
W hite House was refitted for its new occu­ 
pant, the a-sas-in Bootn was shot to death 
in a barn in M aryland, and his partners iu 
crim e were hanged in public. The waves 
of tim e soothed the sharp points of distress 
and doubt and uncertainty, the past sunk 
into the oblivion of forgetfulness, and an 
imago, of forever lasting recognition, was 
burned into the A m erican 
heart, know n 
as 
til at 
of 
the 
m artyred 
pros! 
dent. Statues wore erected throughout the 
land in com m em oration of the service of 
the great m an gone, books were w ritten to 
tell his story, serm ons w ere preached in 
honor of his memory, and a new era, totally 
different, it is fair to assum e, from any in 
which Abraham Lincoln could or would 
have participated, was initiated which, like 
th a t lie dom inated, m ust stand by itself, 
judged, as every entity m ust necessarily be, 
from its own point of view, a judgm ent 
w hich 
the 
adm inistration of Abraham 
Lincoln surely need never fear to face.

W h a t B e com e s of the Pennies. 
[New York Mall and Expo**.] 
The sub-treasury cont ains a t present more 
than $150,000,000. and this sum . large as it 
m ay appear, is only part of the n atim al 
cash account. Calling at one of the offices, 
a reporter saw a m;in offering some of the 
old postal currency for redem ption, 't his 
currency was issued during tile war, and as 
ti e latter closed 23 years ago it was rn he 
supposed it was all rcdtem ed. Tho clerk, 
liowexor. inform ed him th at small am ounts 
were constantly brought in, but he added 
th at " lid ,000,000 are still out.” Most of 
this, no doubt, got worn out or destroyed, 
and thus our governm ent is a laige gainer. 
T he exchange of cents for larger currency 
is conducted a t the same dess, and while 
standing there he saw a m an bring a bag 
which contained IO sm all bags. 
He said 
th at eacli of th e latter held $5 in cents. The 
m an took his 850 in currency, and in a few 
m om ents another m an cam e up and said, 
"I v ant $25 in cents.” He handed over his 
currency, and as he departed lie said th at 
they were w anted by a bank. 
This ex­ 
change is constantly going on, averaging 
S.iOoO a day. 
The banks, for instance, 
never receive any cents or indeed any other 
sm all coin from depositors. 'I hey are, how­ 
ever, constantly paying it out. as required 
by checks, aud consequentiy they send for 
it to the sub-treasury, w hich is supplied by 
railroads and saloons. 
The Broadway rail­ 
road and the T hird avenue road each aver­ 
ages a surplus of cents and other sm all coin 
of $500 a day, and they exchange it in the 
above-m entioned m anner.

business attracts no attention w hatever 
here since the nom inating conventions 
have done their work. This seem s to nte 
to prove that politics interests the Am eri­ 
can people more than reform or finance. A 
com paratively sm all portion of the peoplo 
aro concerned in the m ethods of raising 
tho revenue, and consequently w henever 
the revenue becomes an issue it has to be 
treated personally, and tho situation ex­ 
aggerated so as to arouse th e public from 
their languor. Hence you see such term s 
as “the robber barons ’ m aking a fine person­ 
ality out of the very parties whom the law 
designed to encourage to go into m anufac­ 
turing. The object of protection was to in ­ 
crease the m anufacturing plant of the 
country, and the beneficiaries suddenly 
find them selves, after they have gone into 
business, on account of tho law, nam ed 
avaricious scoundrels and 
preposiorous 
profit-makers. 
In tho present, debate at W ashington 
there is hardly any personality. Speaker 
Carlisle, who was expected to be the shining 
character in the dcbale. had his heart 
broken by being overlooked when a chief 
justice was to be selected, and the choice 
w ent to Chicago it s cad of to Covington. 
Therefore ho s in a convalescent condition, 
hardly yet well, tho great opportunity of 
life having slipped past h rn. And why was 
he passed over for a legal practitioner who 
had made a fortune, but bad cut a less im ­ 
portant figure in th© interpretation of the 
laws? Because he cam e w ithin the radius 
of this samo personality. The President 
feared to have it rem arked th a t Mr. Carlisle 
was not an oven, a regular and a deeply 
respectable personage. His Bourbon would 
go to his h e a d ; his head would go to his 
feet; his feet would go alm ost anywhere. 
T he President heard the character of toe 
attacks that would bo m ade upon the 
speaker of Congress and w ent aud found 
another man. 
As I have rem arked, there is 
N o th in g A b o u t th o T a r iff D e b a te 
which yields any personal crop. Tom Reed 
stands off in a nonchalant way and fires 
satire at Air. Mills, who is satisfied to be tho 
author of som ething, and to have his suc­ 
cessive item s adopted and tile bill move a 
little way forward. B ut these item s as they 
come up are only noticed by th e Individuals 
who are affected, and I do not believe th at 
their workmen, who should 
be equally 
affected w ith tho em ployers, know any­ 
thing about the successive item s and bow 
they are taring in tho com m ittee of the 
whole. So, after all, in spito of our dem o­ 
cratic basis of governm ent, a com paratively 
few p isons w atch the legislation, except 
when it becomes personal.

They are like the 
torchbearers rn a political procession at 
Philade phia who w ent past bv thousands, 
and an Englishm an there seeing thos seller 
faces of m anifestly well-to-do men m arch­ 
ing n a political procession thought to slip 
between the r inks and hear what they wore 
saying to each other.

But tliis is the case in every governm ent. 
The highly civilized and ancient soc eties 
across the ocean which have passed through 
great tribulations, wars and conquests, dele­ 
gate to a very sm all portm not th e rnuuibor 
the taking care of tho revenue; bu as soon 
as som ething personal arises the whole of 
the nation is excited. Gain betta has an in- 
tr.guo w ith a m ysterious tem ale. T hat is 
all we know about G am betta. exct pt th at 
once he w ent out of Paris in a buffoon. 
W hat view ho took on the m ethods of 
raising revenue, w hether ho was a politi­ 
cal econom ist or a doctrinaire, a fol­ 
lower of Chevalier or of B asnat, is not at 
all im portant. 
Mr Cobden predicted, a 
good many years ago, tb at in 25 years every 
nation iii Europe and Am erica would be on 
the side ut flee trade. Only a little while 
past Mr. M ackie of Glasgow addressed a 
conservative m eet ng, saying th a t s i far 
from this being true, England was now the 
only free-trade nation on the globe; tb at 
Cobden was right by the reverse. So, when 
Mr. Morrison of illino s was asked, some 
tim e ago, w hat they were doing up in Con­ 
gress, he lepiied: “Ju st w hat they have 
been do ng tor the last IOO years, and w hat 
they will be doing at the end of another IOO 
j ears, debating the tariff .” 
I have m y doubts w hether it would have 
been po siido to have m ade a tariff issue at 
the present tim e but for tho unoccupied 
condition of a largo port on of the Southern 
delegations, and the entire absence down 
there of any a -giessive personality. In toe 
w ant of an issue this one was brought up to 
bring out th e i r torical selfesteem of a 
gieat m any persons who are still reading 
w hat happened in 1844, and about the tim e 
of the M exican war. 
T h e K in d o f P r o te c tio n 
cultivated at th a t period was onlv different 
in substance from w hat we have now. By 
draw ing the whole body of the Am erican 
peoplo and th eir property and public pride 
into a schem e for the conquest of Texas, 
which should be an additional protection to 
slave labor and plantation enterprise, it 
w as'thought judicious at the other end to 
chop off revenue duties. B ut it was in 
1846 th a t tho celebrated law of free trade 
and tariff was passed, and th at very year 
the M exican schem e of protection a a s 
being put through, and in three years 
more gold 
was 
discovered in Califor­ 
nia. A trem endous exodus began from 
all 
par s 
of 
tho East, and especially 
from New York city. A large popula­ 
tion 
was 
transplanted 
to 
the Pacific 
coast, aud when it began to drag ti,e gov- 
e nm ont launched its subsid es in that 
direction, supporting steam ship lines and 
budding the n Orland railroad. Nciwr, as 
far as we are able to see, both political par­ 
ties on the Pacific coast are atter protec­ 
tion. One or both parties dem and it. 
In 
tho m atter of labor, they say that if you do 
not kl cli the Chinese out we cannot earn 
anything whatever, lf this is not nrcte' - 
tion w hat is it? Moreover, it is p election 
in defiance of the Declaration of inde­ 
pendence. which says th a t all men are born 
equal, and have the inalienable u ivileges 
of life, liberty and the pursuit of balmi­ 
ness. 
W e have let Mr. Jefferson slide, 
and every po itician who 
is not only 
anti-Chinese now, hut stickled a ittlo for 
Mr. Jeff erson’s theory IO or 15 years ago. is 
im paled and held up. cine would think 
th a t on that. rem ote coast the people would 
w ant free im ports, especially a*- th'* Califor­ 
nians sell th e great body of tin ir wheat to 
E ngland. N ot m a n y ’year-i ago California 
was noted for us especial brands of ale', 
liquors, etc., put up for it in Bogland. 
W hat has caused Hie change? Not so much 
the m anufactures as the a g ric u lto r. 
I 
have my doubts at this m om ent w hether 
all the m anufacturing u io'ect on in Aiuer- 
it a put together is us influent a1 as the 
A g g r e g a te o f A g r ic u ltu r a l i'r o te c tlo n . 
By transplanting, under various pretexts, 
bodies of persons to far rem ote spots, like 
M ontana and Oregon and New Mexico, the 
governm ent and the tim es im ply th at those 
citizens are going to enjoy all the privileges 
of the Am erican m arket as m uch as if they 
had stayed in the East. You bear the cry of 
the wool-grower loudest in the far N orth­ 
west, adjacent to British Manitoba. Free 
trade or protection is a m easure o m arkets. 
The question is, W here is the greatest free 
trade? W e are adm onished th a t our fore­ 
fathers traded w ith C hina aud South 
America, ami even Ind a, but our fore­ 
fathers had nowhere else to go. It was 
easier to take a vessel on tile coast of Cape 
Cod i r New Jersey and sail 
for pine­ 
apples 
to 
th e 
W est 
Indies 
than 
it was 
to 
go 
overland 
to 
Illinois 
w here a wagon would sink to th e hubs in 
the black m ud of the prairie. 
We have 
concentrated our m arket w ithin this coun­ 
try, and it is th e largest m arket unquest,on- | 
ably on the globe, for the British system of 
free trade is lim ited even by th e B ritish 


colonies, and Canada raises her barriers 
against the m anufactures of the bonn' gov­ 
ernm ent equally with the United States. 
A S tate like Chi,I. which has a pro’ecttve 
revenue system , is probably a more affluent 
com m ercial correspondent of England than 
either C anada ( r Australia 
The lesson is 
th a t the C hilians have hardly any m anu- 
factuios, though they possess com m odities 
from the m ines and the flocks, which th e 
British 
can 
buy 
and 
replace 
w ith 
m anufactures. 
But 
it 
is 
not appar­ 
ent th at in such caso thoro is any ti 11- 
foieuro in tile general revenue system as 
com pared w th ourown. A country which has 
no m anual skill and plenty of raw m aterial 
is iust tho creature England is looking for. 
We have an India in California, an Aus­ 
tralia in New Mexico, a < ape of Good Hope 
iii Alaska, more than the arca of all the 
West Indian islands in Ftor da, an Argen- 
t ne Republic in Texas, Spanish mines on 
l ake Miner or, coal alm ost eve vwlicre. 
Therefore, as I have said, the m easure of 
flee trade or protection is 
T h e M ea su re o f th o M a rk et, 
Tho British m anufacturer and shipping 
m erchant is looking at the present debate 
in Congress w ith an anxiety and distress 
com m ensurate w ith his geographical and 
political ignorance. Do wo w ant his m ar­ 
ket. or does he w ant ours? 
So. I presum e, that w hen thev come to 
discussing tho tariff, as soon as tho dogdays 
are over, before the people, it will get into a 
question of personalities, lf any are to be 
found.

The 
county has boon under negro rule since 1870. 
and n e irly all t:.o officers of th e county 
are colored. Scleral days ago. w arnings 
w ere sent through the m ails to several of 
the m ost prom inent c ti/ens to leavo tho 
countv. 
These 
notices were sent, it is 
thought, at tho instigation of D. W. Lewis 
and David Ferguson, the judge and clerk 
of th e county court, both of whom are col­ 
ored and under Indictm ent for d ru n k en ­ 
ness and neglect of duty. 
W ednesday m orning IOO arm ed w hite 
men proceeded to cie ir the tow n of alt the 
ringleaders. Lewis lied Thursday night. 
Feiguson resigned yesterday, and was given 
until today to settle up and arrange his 
liooks. The colored assessor, together w ith 
several colored deputy clerks, were escorted 
to the train, given tiekeis and warned never 
to return 
The w hit ‘s stood guard all last 
night, fearing an attack, as the negroes in 
C rittenden com ity outnum ber th e whites, 
sox en to one.

W ashington, July 12.—In the Senate, a 
resolution to print extra copies of the re­ 
port of the committee on pensions in the 
case of seven vetoed pension bills was the 
toxt for some political discussion. 
Mr. Cockrell desired to have the last of 
the pension 
vetoes (the Doherty case) 
printed among Hie other vetoes. 
Mr. Haw lev intimated that the publica­ 
tion of that veto would not help the Presi­ 
dent or his party with the surviving soldiers 
of the republic, in view of the assertion con­ 
tained in it that there was rea-on to fear 
that the case in question would find a 
parallel in many other cases that 
had 
reached a successful conclusion. 
Mr. Blair characterized tho President’s 
statem ent of the case as a gratuitous insult 
to tho woman. He asked senators to re all 
their personal history and the President to 
recall his personal history, and see whether 
silence was not a welcome tiling to all. 
Let him who was without guilt cast the 
first stone. 
Mr. Cockrell moved an amendment to 
print 100,000 extra copies of tho Presi­ 
dent’s vetoes. 
Mr. Sherman hoped that that proposition 
would not be treated by the Senate as seri­ 
ous. 
Mr. Hawley said that the President en­ 
tirely misconstrued the proper fi.net ons of 
the veto power. He objected to the sen­ 
tence in the message retelling to toe "un- 
tair and reckless granting of pensions by 
special ai ts.” 
Eight 
hundred 
pension 
bills had been 
considered by the Sen­ 
ate 
committee on 
pensions, and 
300 
of them had been reported unfavorably. 
He objected to comments on the two pen 
aion committees, and on the two houses, 
made by a president who was violating the 
Constitution by his vetoes. The two houses 
represented the law making power of sixty 
millions of people, while 
the 
tension 
bureau was one of its auxiliary, subsi larv 
creations. The President accented tho ad 
judication of a$12uOcle;k as supnrior to 
tho ju dgment of you or 400 members of 
Congress. 
Mr. Hawley also objected to another 
enrollee rn the veto message to theeHe t 
that tin se who had intl 1 euee or friends to 
push their claim-, procured pensions while 
those who had neither friends nor influence 
had to he content with their late under the 
general law, He repelled with indignation 
that which (in another place; he would 
have characterized as grossly falso. Who 
were the influential friends of this Do' arty 
woman? 
Mr. Butler suggested that a gicat deal of 
W ild T a lk and M ock X ndlsnatton 
had been indulged in in re gard to veto mes­ 
sages. The President bad been cimiacter- 
ized today in language which was not to 
be justified and iii a forum where lie was 
not permitted to be heard. If lie (Butler) 
were to express an opinion he would say 
that there was much greater per I to the 
liberties of tho people from the usur- 
datlons of Congress than from the ex­ 
ecutive. 
He believed that 
the 
Presi­ 
dent had done the country a very great 
service in the scrutiny and care which lie 
had manifested in the exercise of bis con­ 
stitutional right in interposing his vetoes. 
Ho could not understand why lh! a on­ 
slaught, this attack on tho chief execute e 
should have been made, and why such talk 
had been applied to him. 
He (Butler) 
ti.ought he could afford to say that Con­ 
gress had been too lax; that it had been 
reckless, not only iii reference to pension 
bil s, but to manv other acts < f legislation. 
Mr. Hawley replied to Mr. Bidi r, and 
said that tile senator from South Carolina 
could not make any issue with bim as to 
offering any pc sonal insult to the Presi­ 
dent. He had merely commented, with n 
the line of his public duty ami w ithout per­ 
sonal 
1 ll-will. on the President's ve o, 
and 
had 
said 
that 
some 
of 
the 
assertions in it were simply un rue. 
Mr. Blair said tha the senator from South 
Carolina had crit ciscd with great freedom 
the action of Congress in legaru to pension 
legislation and had appeared to feel that 
he was justified iii his criticism by confess­ 
ing that he himself was as great a sinner, 
or the greatest sinner of all. So far as lie 
(Mr, Blair: could judge, the President had 
vetoed quite as good bills as those he had 
approved. 
Taken as a whole, the vetoed 
cases were cases of absolute merit, and the 
vetoes were outrages on the rights of Ameri­ 
can citizens. Many of these veto messages 
were libels upon Congress, offences for 
w hich men in private life would assail each 
other, at least in courts. 
Mr. Butler replied to Mr. Blair and re­ 
marked that the greatest blessing that 
could overtake tho Senate and the country 
would he for the senator from New’ Hamp­ 
shire to be less faithful to the I ne ( f duty 
which he had marked out for himself, lf 
there 
had 
been 
any 
incumbrance, 
any incubus 011 the sensible, respectable, 
orderly

it 
had 
been 
in

person of the senator from New Hampshire, 
and in the measures who h lie had intro­ 
duced. Mr. Butler wa nt on to say that it 
was much more manly, much more in ac­ 
cordance w.th the standard which the 
senator from New Hampshire had set up in 
his ternaries, to atiaclc him (Mr. Butler) 
where he had the right to vindicate him ­ 
self than it wats for him to attack the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, who had no. the 
opportunity of replying to his aspersions. 
Quoting a remark of Mi. Blair that the 
President might at lea^t have sent his veto 
messages in gentlemanly language. Mr.But- 
ler exclaimed: God save t e mark. \\ hat 
a terrible calamity it would he to this coun­ 
try if the 8'andard of “gentleman” had to 
be established bv the senator from New 
Hampshire. It would undermine and de­ 
stroy every rule on tile subject recognized 
among civilized people. 
As to Mr. Butler having criticised the 
Senate with too much Ireedom, he asked 
the senator from New Hampshire if he re­ 
membered how many pension bills per 
minute had been passed at tho secretary's 
desk, and he reminded tile Senate that on 
one occasion l-±7 bills had been passed iii 
one hour and ten minutes, or at the rate of 
more. than two bills per minute, and yet 
the senator had said that he (Mr. Butler) 
had been too free in criticising the action 
of the Senate. 
He spoke of Mr. Blair's arraigning him. 
as an attempt to create a diversion, like a 
demagogue, by appealing to the soldier 
vote of the country. In w hat ho (Mr. But­ 
ler) had said he had cast no personal reflec­ 
tion on gentlemen who composed tho com­ 
mittees of the Senate, and had not said one 
word iii disparagment of any member of the 
commit ee on pensions. But if ho had had 
any doubt of the virtue, the wisdom and 
tile propriety of the provision of the Con­ 
stitution which conferred the veto power 
on the President, tile conduct of Congress 
would have r -moved that doubt. 
Mr. Blair asserted that the senator from 
South Carolina could not

America w’ould not have been threatened 
witli destruction by an unsuccessful re­ 
bellion which planted itself now’ un ortho 
forms of government and boasted that it 
was doing its work under the old flag.

After a historical sketch of all tho treaties 
fron 1713 to 1778 on the subject,Mr.George 
claimed that the review showed that the 
idea of the committee on ioreign relations 
(that all sea wa ers, including bays more 
than six miler, wide, were public fishing 
waters common to all nations) never had 
any existence as applied to the North 
American fisheries during those 65 years. 
The treaty of 1778 and the convention of 
1818 had not changed that condition. 
He claimed that it was shown, beyond 
honest controversy, that “under the renun­ 
ciation of the convention of 1818 we have 
I.ost th e lib e r t y of F ish in g 
in the large bays over six miles wide, unless 
the English language is of that flexible and 
dishonest character that when used by us 
in treaties it includes everything possible 
in grants in our favor and shrinks to the 
smallest possible limits in all renunciations 
we may make.” 
What he had stated, he said, was a con­ 
clusive refutation of the false and un- 
American doctrine announced by the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations. Despite Hie 
great authority of that committee he did 
hope that the American people would give 
that just w eight to their own history to the 
acts and declarations of their own most 
eminent statesmen, which would enable 
them to see the controversy in its just light. 
The rejection of the treaty was to be an 
issue in Hie presidential campaign. Through 
aud by its re,action it was hoped that 
enougli vot'os would be seduced into Hie 
Mipp rt of the Republican ticket to reverse 
the action of the American people in ln84 
and to rt turn to coveted power thos • who 
had lit en ejected in that year. So that 
that fallacy of the committee having been 
made an issue in the campaign the com­ 
mittee would not, could not, dare not ho 
convinced. 
It would not do to say (as Senator Frye 
had sa d) that the com tuition of 1818 sur­ 
rendered American rights.

MISFORTUNES OF THE GARRETTS. 


John W. Garrett Died from Worry and 
Work~His Wife Thrown from a Car­ 
riage and Killed—An Imbecile Son— 
Harry Drowned and Bobert 111. 


B a l t i m o r e . Md,. July 15.—The recent 
violent death of T. Harrison Garrett, the 
millionaire banker, has set many people to 
talking about the train of misfortunes that 
during the last few years have befallen the 
Garrett family. 
About s.x years ago Mrs. John W. Garrett 
died from the effects of a runaway accident 
in which she was thrown violently from 
her carriage. 
lier husband, John W. Garrett, the once 
Doled railroad magnate, did not long sur- 
x ive her. As president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad ho was an indefatigable 
worker. He worked at home as well as in 
his office, and though worth many millions 
he continued to worry and work until the 
constant strain, together with tile shook 
caused by b s wife’s death produced soften­ 
ing of the brain and the millionnaire only 
found rest in his grave. 
He left one daughter and three sons, Rob­ 
ert and T. Harrison, and a still younger one 
whose misfortune of mind mane him a re­ 
cluse. 
The greatest misfortune in the married 
lite of John W. Garrett and his noble wife 
was tho birth of this youngest child, who 
was an imbecile from imam y until death. 
His existence w as a sad secret of the Gar­ 
rett famny Ii story. 
boon alter his father’s death Robert Gar­ 
rett, who sui ceeded nim as president of the 
rai road, began to show signs of weaaening. 
lo the passing observer, the young railroad 
m ignute appeared bealthy and happy. Ho 
was one of the merriest men at Hie clubs, 
and was generally given the t.tie of a prince 
of good lot lows. 
Late suppers, great responsibilities and 
club life began to tell and pretty soon Mr. 
Garrett s queer actions began to attract at­ 
tention. His mind was slightly unbalanced 
and last January, accompanied by his wife, 
his sister and the family ph siciau, he 
started on a tout around the world. 
He spanned the globe and was resting in 
Paris on ttie homeward trip win ii informed 
of his brothel Harry s I err. blo death. Tile 
shock was a severe one to Robert, Gut his 
mind, much improved by rest and change 
of scene, was able to bear the blow and lie 
immediately prepared to return to America, 
VV title he is improved in health it is learned 
through private sources that he is not yet a 
well man. 
Several years ago he erected on Mt. Ver­ 
non place, in this city, the handsomest and 
most valuable private mansion in Maryland. 
It cost $500,000 and is furnished in tits 
most exquisite style. 
Fifty yards further up the square from 
this bt ox ii stone castle is Miss Mary Gar­ 
rett’s home, or what she calls her home, for 
she is seldom there. Dei orators and artists 
have been engaged for several years adorn­ 
ing the walls and ceilings, and the work 
still continues at intervals. When in Bal­ 
timore Miss Garrett occasionally stops there, 
but spends most of her time at a country 
residence. 
She is a plain, quiet spinster, who will no 
doubt ever remain in single blessedness. 
She is very intelligent an i practical, aint 
does not intend to m any a society fop to 
spend lier share in her father s millions. 
She is probably the r chi st single woman 
in America. She never goes into society, is 
fonder <f her library than anything else, 
and takes pleasure in helping tho sick and 
poor. 
The Garrett family ;s a peculiar one, and, 
with all their wealth, misfortune has 
cruelly attacked them of lute. Millions 
have been powerless to stay its terr.hie 
progress.

THE DYNAMITE 
CONSPIRACY. 


Chairmen Hog# and Murphy Arrested— 
Examination of the Accused—Two 
Men Make Confessions. 
In addition to the engineers whose arrest 
for complicity in a plot to destroy property 
on the "Q” road with dynamite, was noted 
last week. Chairman Hoge of the grievance 
committee of the Brotherhood of Engineers 
and Chairman Murphy, occupying the same 
position in the Firem en’s 
Brotherhood, 
were arrested at their rooms in the National 
Hotel, Chicago, on the loth inst. 
The 
prisoners were tafceu completely by sur­ 
prise. The two chiefs were charged with 
conspiracy. 
The much-talked-of circular, in which 
Hoge is alleged to have requested brother­ 
hood men to hire themselves recietly to tho 
"Q” road and then disable the eng ncs, is 
said to be tho basis of the charge against 
Hoge. Chairman Murphy is chanted.with 
Tieing an ac omplice. Attorney Coil er of 
tho "Q” road says that the evidence in j*o3- 
session of tim company was conclusive. 
Before the United States commissioner at 
Chicago Thursday John J. Kelly, seer tary 
to Chairman Hi ge of the strikers’ grievance 
committee, testified that he know defend­ 
ant Bow.es under that name. Kelly told 
how Bowles came to Hie strikers’ room at 
Hie Grand Pacific hotel last May with a pack­ 
age said to bo dynamite. Th ■ pai kage wai 
opened by Bi wles in tho presence of lioge, a 
man named Fowler aud the witness; it was 
mar veil "Hercules” with a red stamp; 
Bowles had caps in his pocket wrapped in 
paper; they were like those shown wittiest 
which were taken lr in Brooerick: Bowleg 
spi ke of “working it on the I- uiton branch 
of Hic -Q’; lie told witness that lie laid 
the cartridge on the track, using a sheet of 
lead to keep if on tho rail; tie ha , four 
cartridges and halt a dozen caps. The de­ 
fence asked for delay for dinner before 
cross-examining Kelly, and when Hie con t 
reassembled demanded that General Mana­ 
ger Stone of the Burlington Ik; excluded 
from the room dur.ng tho cross-questioning 
of tho "squealer.” "1 see no rra-o:i for it. 
and will not make such an order now,” said 
the cotumi stoner. Kelly’s cross-examina­ 
tion dei eloped lh at he had been a fireman 
and engineer, and for several years worked 
on the "Q.” He was (secretary lot liege, 
and had memoranda showing dates regard­ 
ing this and other sub eels. "ii it b s not 
bi en stolen since my arrest, asse) era! other 
papers have been.’ 
Here it was disclosed 
t at some one had raided Kony a room 
while he wras looked u p down town, and it 
was charged that the defence now had 
the 
documi nts 
taken fr m his room. 
Co itimiing, he said h<* was receiving $ 0 a 
mom ii from Hie brotherhood at the time 
lie went to work for Mr. Ho e. He aid he 
had made a memoranda of Bowles’ talk 
about dynamite at the lime, because the 
brotherhood .does not allow acts of violence. 
He did not report it to the police because of 
ids relations to Hie brotherhood. 
He had 
private y told friends about the dynamite 
talk. 
He was not testifying under any 
promise of immunity: had not been prom­ 
ised his liberty and did not expect it on 
account of bis testimony. Thomas C. Lloyd, 
the next witness, said he lived in Nobles­ 
ville, Iud., dealt in hardware, and had seen 
Bow es—whom lie picked out from tile de- 
fendan’s—in his store about June I. At 
this identification Bowles turned pale, and 
was quite nervous afterward. Witness sold 
him five pounds of dynamite, put up in 
roils: their brands were No. 2. No. 2 S. and 
No. 2 S. S. Their brand was called the 
Hercules powder, and he identil ed that iii 
comt as the -ame brand. He sold Iiirn more 
two weeks after, and again on June 23. 
Fulm inating caps and fuses were bought 
with each lot. and packed very carefully 
byspecia directions. Cumu ativo testimo­ 
ny was given by several dea.eis and en- 
g. Deers. 
Bowles, the man in the conspiracy against 
whom the testimony given seemed to be 
most conclusive, has. it is stated, made a 
full confess on of his share in the oon- 
si iracy. He says that in his case there was 
little hope 1 f escape from conviction, and 
early Saturday morning it was mane known 
to District Attorney Ewing that Bowles was 
ready to squeal. Arrangements were at 
nice made to take down his Batement, and 
he was conveyed to Mr. Ewing’s office to 
tell all he knows. Another of the arrested 
m en.G oding.it is said, also concluded to 
come into c amp and tell all that he knows 
ah ut Hie p ie against the Burlington road. 
The ( ase of Chairman Hogo ana Mr. Mur­ 
phy, which was to have come up before 
Justice Lyon Saturday morning, was post­ 
poned for a week. 
Que of the brotherhood men said: "If in 
anv manner Ch cfs Arthur and S agent are 
brought into the m atter and they arc not 
released on bail, then there will be a gen­ 
eral stri ,e throughout the country. Even if 
th s trial of H' ge should prove unsatisfac­ 
tory to the men, and he is sentenced and 
convicted, then theie will be a general 
strike.” 


Another D ynam ite Plot. 
N ebraska City, Mo.. July 14.—Officials 
of the Burlington road here claim to have 
unearthed a plot to blow up the new bridge 
over tile Missouri river with dynamite 
shipped here for that purpose, it is ( aimed, 
Dy striking engineers. The dynamite, it is 
a8serte I, has been located, and the parties 
in possess,on of it are under detective sur­ 
veillance, and will lie arrested when suffi­ 
cient evidence is adduced. 
The officers also claimed that dynamite 
was shippe i to Plattsmouth and Halo for a 
similar purpose.

—Judge 
Georgo V. Choate of Salem, Mass., died here 
this evening, of Bright’s disease, aged 66. 


George F. Choate, who for 30 years has 
held the pox.tion of udge of probate for 
Essex county, was born in Essex about 
1822. 
Ho was a graduate of Dummer 
Academy in 1834 and Bowffi in Cnllego in 
1843, with Hon. William I). Northern!, and 
was in tire law office w ith him later. 
In 
July, 1858. lie was appointed judge of 
probate, and lias filled the office in the 
ablest manner since. 
He was a member of 
the school committee of Salem for 14 years 
and chairman of tire high school committee 
and of the Naumkeag School when first 
opened. 
Ho was elected an alderman in 
1869, but declined to serve and was run 
for mayor far 1872. having 1129 votes to 
1177 tor Samuel Calley. He was considered 
one of the ablest judges of toe probate 
b e n ' ll and enjoyed a large share of public 
business. He was frequently called upon as 
auditor. 
He leaves a widow aud several 
children.
